nite proportions. As was pointed out in the preceding issue of 
the AMERICAN DruccIst stovaine is the discovery of a French- 
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man named Fourneau, who was working at the time in Fischer’s 
laboratory in Berlin, The newspaper press of the country has 
evidently misinterpreted the work of Jonnesco and the uses of 
stovaine. The substance is not intended to displace ether or 
chloroform, but is purely a substitute for cocaine in operations 
requiring some degree of local anesthesia. We think the drug 
was absurdly named, but the same might be said of many other 
of the newer synthetic compounds. Besides being a personal 
name fourneau is the French for what we in English term a 
cooking stove, hence stovaine, a curiously involved method of 
perpetuating the name of the discoverer. Surgeons are not 
unanimous in their commendation of spinal anesthesia, and many 
have expressed themselves as being decidedly opposed to a 
method which involves the puncturing of the spinal column. It 
is extremely unlikely, in our opinion, that the method will re- 
tain any permanent hold on the attention of surgeons. The 
fad will pass and stovaine will find a more legitimate field of 
use as the succedaneum for cocaine it was intended to be.

Cocaine Prescriptions Prescriptions in which cocaine is 


an ingredient has been removed, 
so far, at least, as New York is concerned, by an opinion handed 
down by the Attorney General in response to a request by the 
secretary of the New York Branch of the American Pharmaceu- 
tical Association. Unless the signature appended to the prescrip- 
tion is known by the dispenser to be that of a registered phy- 
sician it is his duty to decline to compound it, The same is true 
with reference to a prescription purporting to be signed by some 
person who is known by the dispenser to be a registered phy- 
sician, but with whose signature he is unacquainted. According 
to this opinion, which has some of the force of law, no druggist 
is warranted in putting up a prescription of, which cocaine in 
any form is a constituent, without being absolutely sure that the 
document was written by a duly registered physician. It will 
be exceedingly unwise for any pharmacist to take chances in a 
matter of this kind, as it is a felony to violate the law. If, how- 
ever, he should fill a prescription in good faith, honestly believ- 
ing it to be genuine, and it turned out to be a clever forgery, 
one that a person might be easily misled about, the Attorney 
General doubts if the pharmacist could be convicted of a crime. 
The iesson in this is that pharmacists must make sure of their 
authority before dispensing prescriptions for proscribed drugs.

CHAMBERS OF HONOR. 


ey of the most striking features of modern pharmacy in 
the Germanic countries of Europe is the well-defined en- 
deavor to procure for the profession an independent position, in 
fact, to segregate it entirely from other branches of trade. This 
is due to a great extent to the peculiar position in which the 
pharmacist is placed. He is a man who has enjoyed a university 
training, but still has to stand behind the counter, and he finds 
it difficult to make both seem compatible. On the other hand 
his business as such is protected from infringement, but in 
return he has to sacrifice a large portion of the individual free- 
dom otherwise enjoyed by men in business. This aloofness finds 
its expression in the formation of professional chambers of 
honor empowered to deal with personal questions affecting the 
members, but their scope of work is exhausted here, as all de- 


cisions on vital matters such as legal charges or changes in the- 


official medicine tariff, etc., are jealously guarded as a Govern- 
ment privilege. 


USTRIAN pharmacists, too, are to have a pharmaceutical 
chamber and the draft of the regulations affecting its com- 
position and field of activity is not without interest, as it deals 
with some social questions. A pharmaceutical chamber is to be 
formed in every country of the Austrian monarchy which is 
represented in the Imperial Council, This chamber will consist 
of two sections, and now comes a very interesting feature: One 
section will embrace all the owners of pharmacies, and the other 
will consist of all the pharmaceutical assistants engaged pro- 
fessionally in the district of the chamber. As it would be a 
practical impossibility to get an organization of this nature to 
really perform the duties supposed to lie within its scope, the 
power is to be vested in a committee composed of an equal num- 
ber of elected representatives of each section; the president of 
the chamber is to be chosen from among the owners, but the 
president of the assistants’ section wil] be at the same time vice 
president of the chamber. It is also made compulsory for all 


members to exercise their right of election of representatives 
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on the committee. The duties allotted to the pharmaceutical 
chambers are described as follows: 


To safeguard and promote the interests of the profession; 
to establish professional sick clubs and funds for the relief of 
necessitous pharmacists; to provide schools for the instruction 
of pharmaceutical apprentices; to regulate salaries and to under- 
take the functions of a registry office; to settle differences be- 
tween members of the chamber. Further, the chambers are to 
be empowered with the right to delegate representatives to 
official bodies; also, they will have to control all engagements 
and dismissals of assistants, and also to grant certificates to 
pharmacists regarding the nature and period of work done in 
pharmacies of their districts; these certificates are to be signed 
by the president and the vice president. It will also fall within 
the scope of their duty to examine apprentices, and they will 
have the right to engage a pharmacist (to be paid by the cham- 
ber) whose duty it will be to act as assistant in a pharmacy in 
the case of an emergency. Penalties may be inflicted on mem- 
bers who neglect their duties, especially if they make arrange- 
ments with physicians or other persons of a nature likely to 
prove adverse to the interests of the public, other doctors or 
pharmacists; or enter into agreements depriving the public of 
the right of free choice of a pharmacy (this is directed against 
sick club contracts). The penalties for transgressors are: I. 
A written reprimand; 2, deprival of the right of election or to 
be elected for not more than three years; 3, a fine not exceeding 
$100. 

O carry out this work the chamber will have the power to 

levy contributions from its members, which they will be 


compelled to pay.

A CRITIQUE OF PHARMACOPOEIAL TESTS FOR 
CHEMICALS.} 
By Georce D. RoseNnGaRTEN, Pu. D., 
Philadelphia. 

The pure food and drugs act of 1906, which made the United 
States Pharmacopceia a legal standard, naturally brought about 
a decided change in conditions surrounding the manufacture of 
pharmacopeeial chemicals. While the manufacturers have al- 
ways desired to attain the highest purity possible for their 
products, it was found impracticable in many instances to com- 
ply with the United States Pharmacopceia] requirements. This 
condition, however, was largely overcome by the corrections 
and additions to the Pharmacopceia during 1907, and it is emi- 
nently proper to state here that the Committee of Revision gave 
every consideration to the mass of material that was put before 
them, and now, as a matter of fact, the requirements of the 
present Pharmacopceia, with some few exceptions, are compara- 
tively readily met, at least as far as chemicals are concerned. 

There is, however, still ample scope for revision, and there 
is no question that the study of all the subjects relative to the 
medicinal chemicals of the Pharmacopceia, owing to increased 
responsibilities, will be given greater attention, and the future 
possibilities which are open to this very interesting and broad 
field are of the greatest importance. 

The purity rubric, which has proved to be one of the best 
innovations, gives the chemicals, wherever it is possible, a cer- 
tain definite standard, and if in all instances the limitations of 
dangerous impurities are absolutely fixed by well defined and 
sure tests or analyses, the presence of small quantities of in- 
nocuous substances may be permitted. Small percentages, and 
traces of such innocuous substances, which were required to be 
eliminated by preceding editions of the pharmacopceias, made 
the production of United States pharmacopeeial chemicals ex- 
ceedingly arduous, and naturally increased the cost, which 
eventually had to be borne by the consumer. This can readily 
be understood by a simple case, taking, for example, sodium 
phosphate, which if made chemically .pure, as virtually required 
by the United States Pharmacopeeia, 1890, commands a much 
higher price than the salt of the United States Pharmacopceia, 
8th Revision, which requires 99 percent. Na:HPO,+12 H.O, and 
allows small quantities of innocuous impurities which in no way 
impairs its therapeutic value. 

However, the official description must be made so clear that 
there can be no question concerning poisonous and undesirable 
impurities, and when a chemical in question complies with the 
purity rubric, it certainly fulfils the pharmacopceial requirements. 
A number of questions have been raised concerning this very 
point, and it undoubtedly was the intention of the Committee 
of Revision, that the purity rubric should cover the case, that 
when a substance is free from deleterious matters and meets the 
percentage required by the rubric, it complies fully with the 
meaning of the text. 

Melting and boiling points have already been freely dis- 
cussed, and there is no doubt that as a criterion for purity of 
many substances, the Pharmacopoeia must insist on their use for 
this purpose. However, it is very necessary that uniform meth 
ods should be required for their determination, and this also 
applies to solubilities, as experience has shown that cases have 
occurred where variations have been noted. Is the solubility 
determined by dissolving the specified quantity of the chemical 
in the required amount of the solvent, or is it determined by 
the amount of the chemical remaining in the saturated filtered 
mother liquor? In the case of some alkaloids, and their salts, 
discordant results have been found, and there is evidently no 
question but that there should be careful revision to meet such 
instances. 


Ash and Residue Determination 


have been a source of considerable discussion in the laboratory. 
When it is stated that there should be no weighable residue, 
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and there is no definite quantity given, it depends a great deal 
on the operator whether or not this requirement is fulfilled. 
It is also necessary in cases where evaporation is required to 
take the actions of the various chemicals on glass and porcelain 
into consideration, as the residue may be increased manifold if 
this necessary precaution is neglected. A platinum crucible for 
these determinations is not mentioned in any instance in the 
United States Pharmacopeeia, and the reason is obvious, as all 
of us are not in possession of such a valuable piece of apparatus, 
but for accurate work platinum is required. There have been 
instances reported of examinations of chemicals, during which 
porcelain crucibles were used, with the result that finally im- 
purities were in evidence that were not present in the original 
substance. 

The personal equation as an eminent factor goes without 
saying, and all lines should be drawn to cut this factor down 
to the smallest possible limitation of variations, so that unnec- 
essary discussions and correspondence may be eliminated. It is 
necessary to have all definitions and tests made so precise that 
there can be no question, and the best and uniform methods 
should be adopted from time to time as occasion may arise, so 
that there may be concordant results. It is well understood, of 
course, that complete laboratory work cannot always be accom- 
plished by all, but finally all the onus really comes on the 
manufacturer, and consequently every possible precaution is 
taken to protect the consumer. The productions of the labora- 
tory are subjected to tests by chemists who have nothing to do 
with the manufacturing of the chemical, and, in addition, the 
product is not allowed to leave any department of the laboratory 
until the actual manufacturer is satisfied that it is correct in 
every particular. A record is kept of every lot, and its history 
may be traced from.the time of its production until the time 
when the label bearing its particular mark is destroyed. 

Apparatus. 

The question of proper apparatus for the manufacture of 
medicinal chemicals is sometimes very perplexing. There are 
at command glass, quartz, porcelain, earthenware, enamel, me 
tallic, and other vessels of nearly every description, but the de- 
cision as to which is best for the purpose can only be reached 
by long experience, and even then it is necessary to use great 
precaution, so that the resulting product may be of the proper 
purity, and it is often necessary that complex apparatus be used 
in order that all requirements may be met. 

** White Chemicals.’’ 

That all manufacturers desiré that their various products 
coming under the head of “white chemicals” of the 
whitest is self-evident, and since the limit of iron, which is 
practically always present, was very much increased in the heavy 
metal test, it is possible to use such apparatus, which otherwise 
would necessarily have been eliminated. Iron is almost always 
the cause of “off-color,” but with the proper care its effects can 
be overcome, and even the most critical, of whom there are 
multitudes, can be satisfied. A more difficult question to deal 
with is that of the presence of mechanical impurities—atmos- 
pheric dust, particles of carbon, milling dust, fibres from filter- 
ing and drying materials, small pieces of wood from containers— 
being everlasting sources of annoyance, and, in fact, it is very 
difficult at times to convince all that it is impracticable to 
manufacture material by the ton, to mill it to a fine powder, 
and still obtain an absolutely clear solution, 

Deterioration is another condition which where the 
natural and unavoidable change in many chemicals is concerned. 
Alkaloids, for instance, when subjected to light, or by age, 
change color, yet may not lose any of their efficiency, whereas 
on the other hand such chemicals as sulphites, ammonium car- 
bonate, etc., are undoubtedly considerably affected by such 
changes, which occur in spite of all precautions. It is evident 
that the manufacturer cannot guard against such deteriorations, 
since they follow natural courses, but can only protect himself 
as far as possible by applying chemical knowledge and good 
common sense. 
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Comments on Pharmacopoetal Tests. 

\ few comments on some of the Pharmacopeial tests may be 
ol iuiterest 

Acetphenetidin.-To determine the presence of acetanilide, 
acetphenetidin is boiled with sodium hydroxide, the solution 
cooled, agitated with chlorinated soda solution, when a clear 
yellow liquid should result, and not a purplish red, or brown 
red, cloudy liquid or precipitate. Nevertheless, when making 
acetanilide, though it could not be found by the bromine ot 
other tests 

Acid Acetic, Glacial-The test for empyreumatic substances 
is very strenuous. It is required that the tint produced by the 
addition of two drops of one-tenth normal potassium perman- 
ganate solution to 2 Ce. of the acid, diluted to 10 Ce. of water, 
should not be changed to brown within two hours. The German 
Pharmacoperia requires that when 5 Ce. of acid in 15 Ce. of 
water is mixed with 1 Ce. of potassium permanganate solution 
(1 in 1,000), it should not lose its red color within ten minutes 

Calcium Sulphurated——The test for the percentage of pure 
calcium sulphide is somewhat misleading, as there is always 
iron present, which will, on the addition of ammonia, impart a 
brownish color to the filtrate. 

Calcium Bromide.lf a quantity of this salt is used in testing 
for bromates, and only a drop of diluted sulphuric acid, a yel 
lowish color may be developed, but in such instances bromates 
could not be detected by any further test: Ilowever, if the 
salt is covered with diluted sulphuric acid no color results. 

Calcium Phosphate.—The limit for chlorides is exceedingly 
difficult to attain. 

Cinchonine Sulphate.-It is stated that one part is soluble 
in sixty-nine parts of choloroform at 25° C., and further on 
there is a requirement that “if one part of the powdered salt 
be macerated with frequent agitation in eighty parts of chloro 
form, at ordinary temperatures, it should be wholly, or almost 
wholly, dissolved (limit of quinine or cinchonidine sulphate).’ 

Collodion——The United States Pharmacoperia, &th Revision, 
requires Gm. 4o of gun cotton to be dissolved in 750 Ce. of 
ether, and 250 Ce. of alcohol, whereas the United States Vhar 
macopecia, 1890, required only Gm. 30 in the same amount of 
solvents. The increased quantity of gun cotton las caused some 
trouble where collodion is used as a basis for preparations. 

Glycerin.—It is apparently difficult to climinate the last traces 
of butyric acid. In almost every examination of glycerin a 
fruity odor 1s noticed when treated with alcohol and sulphuric 
acid, 

lron Chloride Solution.—The test for oxychloride is not suf 
ficiently exacting. It has been found that when tincture of iron 
chloride is made from a solution which meets the oxychloride 
test, the tincture subsequently becomes turbid, owing to an ex 
cess of oxychloride. 

Mercury Oxide, Yellow.—Criticism has been made that mer- 
cury oxide, yellow, contained red oxide, because it is not en 
tirely converted into white mercuric oxalate when digested on 
the water bath with oxalic acid for fifteen minutes. Experiments 
show that even if the yellow oxide is reduced to a very fine 
powder, a small portion still remains unchanged, consisting of 
minute lumps of a fine yellow powder, showing no crystalline 
appearance under a lens magnifying four diameters. This resi- 
due was not converted to oxalate, even after heating for several 
hours. When the yellow oxide is mixed with a small quantity 
of red oxide, and the same test is applied, the residue shows 
a decided red color and crystalline structure. When red oxide 
of mercury is powdered until it becomes the same color as yel 
low oxide there is a partial conversion into oxalate at the end 
of fifteen minutes, but when treated with oxalic acid without 
powdering, there is no visible diminution of the red color at 
the end of two hours 

Sugary of Milk.—Fven the corrected test has given consid 
erable trouble in testing for cane sugar, and js difficult to com 
ply with. However, when the test of the German Pharmacopacia 
is applied, samples which meet the other United States Phar

macopeia requirements stand the German test perfectly. ‘This 
difference is occasioned by the fact that the United States Phar 
macopaia requires diluted alcohol containing about 41% percent. 
by weight, while the “verdunter weingeist’’ of the German 
Pharmacopoeia contains 60 to 61 percent. by weight of alcohol. 
In this test the sugar of milk is digested with diluted alcohol, 
and the filtered liquid should remain clear after mixing with 
equal volume of absolute alcohol, and if evaporated on a water 
bath there should not be a greater residue than Gm. 0.03. 

Irom the foregoing it would seem that further study must 
be given to the Pharmacopoavia, While it is desirable that a high 
standard should be set for all medicinal chemicals, in accord 
ance with the steady advance of modern times, yet the require 
ments should not be fixed on a plane beyond practical attain 
ment, and such tests for purity as may be established should 
be so well proven that they will show the correct result when 
properly applied, 


NOTES ON TINCTURE OF IRON CITROCHLORIDE, N., F.* 
By E. A. Ruppiman, Ph. M., M. D.,, 
Nashville, Tenn 

This tincture is made by mixing a solution of ferric chloride 
with a solution of sodium citrate and adding alcohol. <A’ pre 
cipitate of sodium chloride results and is filtered out. The tine- 
ture has a green color and probably contains a double compound 
of sodioferric citrochloridk It is of the same iron strength 
as the official tincture of iron, but is much weaker in alcohol. It 
takes but a few days at most to make, whereas the official tine 
ture takes three months. 

This is a preparation that deserves more attention than it gets. 
In many preseriptions it may well replace the official tincture. 
lineture of ferric chloride is usually given in combination with 
other agents, many of which give precipitates with the iron, Many 
of these precipitations can be avoided by using the tineture ot 
ferric citrochloride, 

Sodium salicylate in more than small proportions gives a dark 
red, sticky mass with the U.S. P. tincture, but a clear deep red 
solution with the N. F. tincture. An excess of a carbonate, a 
hydroxide, a phosphate, as compound solution of sodium phos 
phate; a benzoate, a hypophosphite, an arsenate, as Fowler's so 
lution, gives a precipitate with tineture of ferric chloride, but not 
with the tincture of iron citrochloride. 

An iodide is decomposed at once by the tincture of iron, 
liberating iodine and reducing the iron to the ferrous condition, 
hut with the citrochloride of iron no iodine is liberated for sey 
eral days and any iodine that is set free then may be due to the 
oxidizing effect of the ait upon the hydriodic acid which may be 
formed. Mucilage of acacia is not gelatinized by the citrochlo 
ride in the way it is by ferrie chloride 

Many colors are produced by the action of different agents on 
ferric chloride which are not given by these agents with 
iron citrochloride, Antipyrine gives a deep red color with ferric 
chloride, but there is no color reaction with the citrochloride. “The 
same is true of acetates in nearly neutral solutions. A fresh tin 
ture of guaiae will give a blue to a green color with the offies 
tincture, but practically no change with the N. F. tincture. The 
violet blue of dilute solutions of phenol and iron is not formed 
when the citrochloride is used. 

The tineture of iron ettrochloride should not be use: 
in prescriptions where large amounts of quinine sulphate ai 
called for as a precipitate or mass is liable to be formed. ‘This 
is due to the citrate and not the iron. The clixir of iron, quinine 
and strychnine, N. F., contains iron citrochloride and quinin

Pven so, the titration results would appear to be a good deal too 
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water until the washings no longer redden litmus paper; the 
filter with precipitate is dried at 100° C., ignited and weighed. 
The weight of the residue, multiplied by 0.793, gives the weight 
of the alkaloids contained in five grammes of the extract, The 
method, whatever its merits otherwise, is important in suggesting 
the possibility of securing exact gravimetric results in the de- 
termination of alkaloids, We are reminded of the gold com- 
pounds which have long ago been employed with this object. 

Assays on the lines of those for the drug (or extract) are 
given for tincture of aconite in the pharmacopoeias of Belgium, 
France, The Netherlands, Switzerland and the United States, 
the standard adopted being generally, according to international 
agreement, 0.05 Gm. per 100 Ce. (U.S. P. has 0.045, although 
the standard for the drug is 0.5 percent.; that for the fluid ex 
tract is only 0.4 Gm, per 100 Ce.). 

Results obtained recently by analysts of the Association of 
Official Agricultural Chemists show much wider variations than 
should be permitted in a standardization method, The following 
are some of the results reported: By method LL, that of the 
United States Pharmacopaia, average of nine workers, 0.415 pet 
cent,, maximum 0.48, minimum 0.31; by method IT., a gravi- 
metric determination following the general plan of the Weller 
assay, using for the final shaking out of the alkaloid ether alone, 
average 0.355 percent., maximum 0.46, minimum 0.31; six of the 
same analysts determined the alkaloids also by alkalimetric titra- 
tion with even more discordant results: average 0.382 percent., 
maximum 0.48, minimum 0.26, ‘These results are selected from 
a longer list as representing the work of men who have had 
abundant experience in this line of assaying, 

Determination of aconitine—in absence of 
can be made, although not with very great exactness, by titra- 
tion with Mayer’s reagent in the improved method recommended 
by Dr. Gunnar Heikel and described elsewhere in this paper. 
Fach cubic centimeter of the reagent, according to Heikel, pre 
cipitates 0.0159 Gm, of the alkaloid.

A Spanish-American Drug Journal. 


For several years the AMERICAN Drucaist of New York has 
published a supplement in one of its semi-monthly issues in the 
Spanish language, devoted to the profession in’ the Spanish 
speaking countries of America. This supplement has recently 
been abandoned and, in its place, has appeared a very handsome 
journal printed entirely in Spanish and bearing the title of Re 
vista Americana de Farmacia y Medicina. There are, of course, 
a number of medical and pharmaceutical journals in the Spanish 
American republics, but, as a rule, they seem to be merely the 
organs of local associations and, hence, represent local interests 
almost entirely, There is, therefore, apparent room for an in 
ternational medium for the dissemination of medical and phar 
maceutical information; and if the Revista fills this gap, it can 
hardly fail to meet with popular favor and to prove profitable 
to its publishers, More than this, If it is conducted on broad 
lines, it may mark the turning point in the history of the Latin 
American drug trade. While the trade of our own country with 
the South American republics is gradually increasing, yet, com 
pared with that enjoyed by European nations, ours is of almost 
insignificant proportions. That the manufacturers of Europe 
have been allowed to pre-empt this most fertile field is certainly 
not to the credit of the manufacturers of the United States; and 
if the Revista shall succeed in its purpose of inducing American 
medicine manufacturers to go after the South American trade, 
our exports of these articles to the countries south of us will 
in a short time very greatly increase.—The National Druggist 
for November.

Phthysoremid is the name given to a specialty, supplied 
in form of gelatin capsules, containing a mixture of Koch's 
bacillus emulsion (new tuberculin) with neutral oil, and of 
stronger and weaker potency, which is recommended in 
phthisis. 

Pituitrin is a dried extract of the infundibular portion of 
the pituitary gland. It has a vasoconstrictive action like the 
suprarenal gland, and has heart stimulant and diuretic effects 
similar to digitalis and strophanthus. 

Plecavol is the name given to para-amidobenzoyl-cugenol, 
which has been found to possess pronounced local anesthetic 
properties, even when applied in small doses; it is used in 
dental practice. 

Pleistopon is pantopon without narcotine. 

Pleiapyrin, a migraine remedy, is a condensation product 
of equal molecules of benzamide and antipyrine. It is said 
to keep indefinitely and is soluble in water. 

Plethora is the name given to a liquid nonalcoholic prep- 
aration of vaccinium myrtillus, which is recommended as a 
remedy for the uncomfortable secondary manifestations in 
diabetes, 

Polisan is a nutrient, containing lecithin. 

Proiodine, first called lactoiodine (“‘lactojod"”), is a com 
pound of albumin and iodine, containing five percent. of the 
latter.

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The Production of Balsam of Peru. 


Arthur Hugh Frazier, United States Consul General at San 
Salvador, in a recent consular report states that the term Balsam 
of Peru is a misnomer, being a survival of Spanish colonial 
Coast were assembled at Callao, Peru, for shipment to Europe: 
“Although balsam trees are found in Guatemala and Nicaragua, 
it may safely be said that Salvador is the only country in the 
world where the production of balsam is a recognized industry. 
Its home is the so-called ‘balsam stretching from the 
port of Acajutla on the north to the port of La Libertad on the 
south, and extending inland to the mountain ranges of volcanic 
origin, which is Salvador rise gradually from the sea level to 
an altitude of 2,000 feet. Within this somewhat limited area 
the balsam tree is found singly or in groups; occasionally the 
regularity of the grouping suggests a plantation, but in general 
the trees grow wild and uncultivated. The balsam tree belongs 
to the Leguminose family and is known by the botanical name 
of TYoluifera pereire Baill, or Myroxylon pereire Klotzsch. It 
rarely exceeds 75 feet in height and remains green throughout 
the year. Wherever enough trees grow near together the grove 
is fenced in by the owner, but single, isolated trees are regarded 
as the property of some particular native, who generally estab- 
lishes his hut nearby, 


The Method of Obtaining the Balsam. 

“Beginning at a point a foot or more above the ground, a 
section of the trunk of the tree, about 6 inches wide by 10 inches 
long, is carefully pounded with a round stone or blunt instru- 
ment until the outer bark can be detached, leaving the second 
layer exposed; upon this exposed surface a piece of cotton cloth 
is made fast by wooden pegs driven into the tree. At the end 
of about five days a small quantity of balsam oozes from the 
bark and is absorbed by the cloth. After the first flow of 
balsam has ceased, the surface stripped of the outer bark is 
warmed by means of a torch until it becomes thoroughly heated; 
this process has the result of inducing a second flow, which is 
taken up by the successive application of cloths until no more 
balsam appears. The burnt section is next gashed with a 
machete, and after several days a still further flow of balsam 
takes piace. The final yield is obtained by removing the various 
strata of bark down to the wood with a knife, reducing the bark 
to a powder and boiling out the residue of balsam with water. 

“The entire process, which often takes as long as six weeks, 
is then repeated, continuing the removal of the bark upward 
along the trunk of the tree until an inconvenient height is 
reached. The balsam tree shows extraordinary vitality under 
this treatment, and is able to withstand severe mutilation without 
losing its vigor or its properties for the secretion of balsam. 

“After a sufficient number of cloths have been saturated with 
balsam they are placed in caldrons containing water and boiled 
for a certain length of time; the impurities rise to the top and 
are skimmed off, while the balsam, having a higher specific 
gravity, sinks to the bottom of the caldron. The cloths are 
afterward subjected to pressure in a primitive but highly efficient 
press until the last vestige of balsam is forced out. The result- 
ing flow of liquid is caught up in jars, where it is again separated 
from the water and impurities by boiling and decantation. The 
balsam, after being run into galvanized iron cases of 55 pounds 
capacity, is then ready for shipment.”

Blaud’s Pills Unsatisfactory. 


A report of the examination of six samples of Blaud’s pill, 
made by different pharmacists and manufacturing houses, is 
published in the Berichte der Deutsche Pharmazeutische 


Gesellschaft for 1909, 128. They were examined as to weight, 
loss of water on heating to 105 degrees C. until a constant 
weight was attained, appearance of the cut surface, the disin- 
tegration in water at 15 and 37 degrees C. and in 0.3 percent. 
hydrochloric acid, and the amount of iron contained.

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showed a great variation in constitution, and particularly in the 
case of disintegration. A microscopical examination showed . 
great variety of vegetable powders. The author concluded that 
this investigation demonstrated the importance of the examina- 
tion of all such pills,

Face Creams.--S. B., W. L., and others, who have made 
inquiries regarding the composition of greaseless facial creams 
are advised that the articles on the market that are asserted to 
be non-greasy and not inducive of abnormal growth of hair are 
either casein or stearin compounds. An excellent preparation 
of the stearin type is made by the formula of the British Phar- 
maceutical Codex, which in slightly altered form reads as fol- 
lows:

Melt the stearic acid on a water bath, add the sodium car- 
bonate and glycerin, dissolve in 75 minims of hot water, and 
continue the application of heat for an hour, with constant stir- 
ring; then remove from the source of heat, make up the weight 
to 1% oz, with distilled water and add an equal amount of witch 
hazel water. Heat the mixture for about one minute, and stir 
until smooth, then transfer it to a warm mortar and beat it to 
a foam. 

It will be seen that there is no ingredient in this formula to 
leave a greasy stain or which would promote the growth of hair. 

The casein type of cream varies greatly in composition. We 
should advise the use of the following formula:

Heat the milk in a suitable vessel to about 170 degrees F. 
Add the alum, dissolved in four pints of hot water; add it 
slowly, with constant stirring, and continue the heat and stirring 
until precipitation is complete. Do not allow the mixture to 
boil. Let it stand until cool, pour off the clear liquid, add to 
the precipitate one gallon of water, stirring and breaking up the 
magma as much as possible. Allow this to stand until the pre- 
cipitate separates, pour off as much as possible of the water, 
collect the precipitate on a cheesecloth strainer, squeeze out all 
the water possible, then dry the precipitate between sheets of 
filter or blotting paper. Do not use artificial heat, as the casein 
has a tendency to granulate in very hard grains. Place the 
casein in a large mortar, and add the glycerin, in which the 
boric acid has been dissolved by heat; beat and rub until per- 
fectly smooth and soft. Let stand about six hours, pour off the 
water that separates, then beat in the oils and carmine, adding a 
little more glycerin to bring the mass to the proper consistence. 
The product should be placed in glass jars and so sealed that 
it will be air and moisture proof. 


A Practical Method of Preparing Codliver Oil Emulsion. 
—J. M. S. H. (This query comes from one of the Central Amer- 
ican States, or we should have referred our correspondent to the 
National Formulary, where complete information is given re- 
garding the preparation of emulsification of oils). 

Codliver oil may be emulsified by means either of acacia, 
mucilage of Irish moss, glycerite of yolk of egg, or mucilage of 
dextrin. Before commencing the preparation of an emulsion in 
warm countries it is essential that the water and oil should be 
cooled, The classical method of preparing a primary emulsion 
of any oil is to place the required amount of finely pulverized 





acacia in the center of a perfectly dry and clean Wedgewood 
mortar, then add the oil (pouring it upon the acacia, rather than 
about it) and triturate until a homogeneous mixture results. 
Then add, all at once, twice as much water as acacia, and stir 
briskly with the pestle until a thick, creamy emulsion is formed. 
To this is then added the desired flavoring ingredients and 
enough water to make the required quantity.

Emulsion of Codliver Oil With Extract of Malt.—J. M. 
S. H.—We do not think that the process of the National Formu- 
lary for the preparation of emulsion of codliver oil with extract 
of malt can be improved upon, and it is accordingly reprinted :

The method of preparing this emulsion differs from that al- 
ready cited. The mucilage of dextrin, for which a formula is 
given below, is introduced into a bottle of suitable size, the ex- 
tract of malt added and the two mixed thoroughly by agitation. 
The codliver oil is then added gradually, first in small portions, 
agitating each time, until the last added portion is perfectly in- 
corporated.

A Simple Method of Treating Hyperidrosis of the Feet 
or Hands.—-Gerson (Medizinische Klinik, No. 34, 1909) em- 
ploys a five to twenty percent. alcoholic solution of the for- 
maldehyde solution of commerce by saturating the stockings 
or gloves with the solution:

The Preparation of Solution of Aluminum Acetate accord- 
ing to the method recommended by Soonss (Pharmazeutische 
Zeitung, No. 86, 1909) is said to facilitate sterilization. The 
method is as follows: Thirty parts of pure aluminum sul- 
phate is dissolved in 75 parts of distilled water and then is 
added 13 parts of calcium carbonate in 20 parts of water. 
This is allowed to stand for twenty-four hours, being fre- 
quently stirred, and it is then heated to drive off the carbon 
dioxide. Finally 30 parts of 30 per cent. acetic acid is added, 
and the process is then completed in the usual way. 


The Detection of Methyl Alcohol in Tinctures.—The 
method of Caretti (Jour. Pharm. et chim., 1909, p. 481, through 
Ap. Zz. No. 44, 1909) for detecting the presence of methyl alco- 
hol in tinctures depends upon the fact that with the latter there 
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is always present a certain amount of acetone, and this substance 
he tests for by the addition of ammonia and iodine which will 
cause the formation of iodoform if acetone is present. 10 Cc. 
of the tincture is distilled over a water bath until 5 Cc. is ob- 
tained. To this distillate is added 5 Cc. of water, 5 Cc. of 
ammonia water (sp. gr. 0.930) and 1 Cc. of tincture of iodine 
prepared after the French Codex of 1884 (1 part iodine to 12 
parts of go percent. alcohol). This is shaken from time to time 
and exposed to the diffuse daylight for about a quarter of an 
hour. If acetone is present in any quantity there will be a sep- 
aration of iodoform. If only traces of acetone are present it 
should be warmed on a water bath to 55 degrees, and after 
cooling, shaken with ether. The ether being sufficiently diluted 
the iodoform crystallizes out in the form of fine yellow crystals. 
The amount may be estimated in the ordinary way. The am 
monia solution should contain no fixed alkali, as under these 
circumstances ethyl alcohol will cause the formation of iodoform. 


Color Reactions of Oil of Sesame with Aromatic Alde- 
hydes.—Many of the aromatic aldehydes exhibit characteris 
tic color reactions with the oil of sesame: p-hydroxylbenzalde 
hyde produces an intense red, protocatechuic aldehyde and van 
illin a red color which changes gradually to violet, anisaldehyde 
a red, piperonal a blue-violet to blue-green, cinnamic aldehyde a 
cherry red. Several of these reagents are capable of demon 
strating oil of sesame in other oils in a strength of one to five 
Other aromatic aldehydes give similar reactions, but 
are less sensitive. They may be utilized by shaking 0.2 to 0.4 
Ce. of a two to four percent. solution in 90 to 95 percent. alcohol 
with 10 Cc. of the oil and 10 Ce. of hydrochloric acid of a 
specific gravity of 1.167 to 1.176 for about a minute. On stand 
the color is noted in the lower of the two layers which 
separate. A sharp reaction may be obtained by first shaking 
the oil with an equal volume of alcohol, and testing the alco 
holic extract in the manner described above. The use of sul- 
phuric acid instead of hydrochloric gives much less definite re- 
sults. The author (lleig, Ann, de chem. anal. appl., 1909, p. 
132; through Ap. Zt.) that the color obtained from 
the alcoholic extract might be utilized as an index for a color-

Oxygen Baths. The endeavor has been made for several 
years past to impregnate water with active oxygen, and many 
means have been employed, but without much success, until 
a firm of manufacturing chemists conceived the idea of using 
sodium perborate, which, as is well known, has an unusually 
high content of available oxygen. Under the name perogen 
bath this is now on the market, and after an examination by 
the council on pharmacy and chemistry of the American 
Medical Association has been admitted to the list of accepted 
remedies. Perogen.bath is described as a preparation con-

with water the catalyzer, which is a medicinally indifferent 
substance, causes the liberation of the available oxygen of 
the sodium perborate. The oxygen bath thus obtained is 
said usually to reduce blood pressure and the pulse rate to a 
much greater extent than the ordinary bath. It is repre- 
sented to have marked tranquillizing and somnifacient effects. 
It is asserted to be useful in cardiac affections with high vas- 
cular tension and excitement, neuroses, insomnia, chronic 
nephritis, and skin diseases in which hydrogen dioxide is 
indicated. It is recommended to be given daily up to twenty- 
four or forty-eight baths, with occasional intermissions.

Myrocarpus Balsam.—-Besides the familiar balsams of 
Peru and tolu there were formerly a number of similar prepara- 
tions of more or less uncertain derivation which were used to 
considerable extent, but have now become obsolete. One of 


these preparations was the balsam of myrocarpus from Brazil, 
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which is the subject of a recent study by Ed. Schaer (Archiv 
der Pharm., 1909, vol. 247, p. 176; through Schweiz. Woch. fii 
Chem. u. Pharm., September 25, 1909), who accidentally came 
into possession of a specimen some fifty years old. Perhaps 
the first reference to this drug is that found in the work of the 
Portuguese monk, Purchas, written in the sixteenth century, 
which refers to it under the name of cabueriba, the present 
name for the Myrocarpus frondosus in Brazil being Cabriuva 
preta. A more complete description of the drug was furnished 
by the Dutch physician, William Piso, who was the physician 
to the governor of Dutch Brazil in the latter part of the seven- 
teenth century. More or less accurate reports and references ap- 
pear in the literature of the succeeding centuries, which Schaetr 
reviews in an interesting manner. The balsam which he ex 
amined proved to correspond quite closely with that of Piso 
and Guibourts. It is very similar to the balsam of tolu and to 
storax. It contains small quantities of benzoic acid, and a mix 
ture of esters, aromatic alcohols, and benzoic ester compounds 
He found no traces of either cinnamic acid or vanillin. 





Interesting Experiments with Extracts. 


At the annual meeting of German Natural Scientists and 
Salzburg some interesting pharmaceutical 
papers Dr. R. Firbas communicated the results of 
his investigation regarding the value of glycerin in fluid ex- 
tracts, based on fluid extracts prepared in exactly the same 
manner, but in one instance with and in another without the 
addition of glycerin. The extracts were then analyzed after 
a period of one, two or three years, and the following conclu

sions were arrived at: 

The alkaloid or glucoside content decreases relatively quicker 
in the case of extracts not containing glycerin; this is especially 
marked in extract of cinchona, extract of kola and extract of 
condurango, but scarcely appreciable with extract of hydrastis 
The residue or drying also decreases after a lapse of time in 
the case of glycerin free extracts, especially in the extracts of 
cinchona and kola, less with extracts of condurango and hy- 
drastis, and least of all with extract of ergot. 

In the case of extracts containing glycerin the alkaloid con- 
tent and dry residue show such little variation within a period 
of three years’ observation as to be negligible for practical pur 
poses. 

The decrease in alkaloid or glucoside content in extracts 
prepared with or without glycerin is relatively higher during 
the first year. 

D. O. unmann read a paper dealing with the proportion of 
alkaloid present during growth in the leaves of Pilocarpus Pen- 
natifolius and Coca. In the case of Pilocarpus he found that the 
absolute amount of alkaloid increased, but the percentage de- 
creased. Fifty leaves measuring up to eight centimetres were 
found to contain Gm. 0.03 of alkaloid, or 0.235 percent.; fifty 
leaves not exceeding ten centimetres contained Gm. 0.04 of alka- 
loid=0.226 percent., and fifty leaves measuring up to sixteen 
centimetres yielded Gm. 0.062 of alkaloid, or 0.2 percent. When 
stored in a careless manner, especially in the presence of mois 
ture, it was found that the alkaloid content decreased by as 
much as 50 percent. within six weeks. In the expanded leaf of 
coca no increase of alkaloidal content was noticeable or further 
growth. This was ascertained by dividing 200 leaves exactly 
along the middle rib and removing the one half. On analysis 
these were found to contain Gm. 0.022 of alkaloids=1.06 per 
cent. The other half were removed two months Jater and yield 
ed Gm. 0.0225 of alkaloids, or 1.01 percent. At the same time 
it was found that the alkaloids present in the seeds are dissolved 
by the water of germination and therefore disappear to a greater 
extent the more soluble they are in water. During the ten 
weeks of germination seeds of coca lost almost all their alka 
loids; nux vomica on the contrary lost only 0.168 percent.

The study of the keeping qualities of preserved and unpre- 
served concentrated fountain syrups were carried on by taking 
definite portions of the usual concentrated fruit syrups such as 
lemon, pineapple, peach, raspberry and strawberry and making 
up the proper strength for dispensing by adding one part of the 
syrup to four of sugar syrup. The solutions as prepared were 
placed in the ordinary jars provided for that purpose in the foun- 
tain. The sugar solutions used varied in density from ten to 
sixteen pounds of sugar to the gallon and were made both by the

In 
carrying the investigation forward, as in the case of pineapple 
syrup, the results obtained were somewhat different, however, 
as at the end of the forty-sixth day practically no change in 
acidity was apparent in either the unpreserved or the preserved 
goods. A similar series of experiments is under way with peach 
syrups, cherry syrups, raspberry syrups and strawberry syrups 
The investigation of the peach and cherry syrups was started on 
the 26th of April, and the raspberry and strawberry syrups on the 
loth of June. At this day, in one instance thirty and in the other 
fifteen days after starting the investigation, no change whatever 
has taken place in the syrups. They are in perfect condition, 
and so far as we can determine, will remain so for some time 
to come. 

Throughout this seemingly interminable controversy as to the 
use or disuse of preservatives, the argument which is usually ad 
vanced as a reason for the addition of antiseptics is that unless 
they are employed, goods deteriorate and when eaten frequently 
produce ptomaine poisoning or some other ill-effect. This has 
been especially true in the case of soda fountain preparations, 
and undoubtedly there are today many soda fountain proprietors 
who honestly believe that by using preservatives in their goods 
they are warding off danger from their customers. In all my 
experience with food and food products I have never yet met 
a greater fallacy. I state, and without fear of contradiction, 
that there never vet has been a case of ptomaine poisoning or 
any other poisoning aside from that produced by the injection 
of food than the stomach can for 
following the eating of crushed fruits and fruit syrups dis- 
pensed at the soda fountain in bad condition. Ptomaine poison- 


of a greater amount care 


ing can never follow the eating of such fruits, and for this rea- 
son ptomaines are produced only by the decomposition of albu- 
minoid and proteid material and not by the decomposition of 
sugar. Crushed fruits and fruit syrups in my experience spoil 
or become unsalable because they ferment and thus change some- 
what their character, but will anyone maintain that the process 
of fermentation is injurious to health? Is fermented grape juice 
full of ptomaine or other poisons? Is cider which is fermented 
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apple juice injurious to health? When your crushed fruits go 
bad or your fruit syrups spoil, they do so because the usual 
forms of fermentation which turn sugar into alcohol and alco- 
hol into acetic acid are taking place, and goods in this condition 
are not one whit less wholesome than when unfermented, if we do 
not take into consideration the traces of alcohol which are al- 
ways present. It may be that moulds occasionally develop, al- 
though in our experience we have been unable to produce them, 
but are the ordinary moulds such as we meet with every day 
injurious? Is cheese poisonous because it is covered with 
moulds? Indeed, do not our most highly prized cheeses owe their 
character and reputation to the fact that they are covered with 
certain moulds which produce well recognized flavors? I say 
this not to lead you to form the habit of dispensing fermented 
and moulded goods, but to destroy the prevalent idea that the 
soda fountain too frequently dispenses unfit food material. 


Conclusions. 


As we develop the experiments we have undertaken in the 
management of the soda fountain, we find the field for inves- 
tigation constantly broadening, and the results I have here given 
are but a fraction of those which we shall finally obtain. So 
far as we have gone we can but reach certain conclusions which 
are so positive in their character and so in accord with reason 
and scientific facts that we must accept them as being correct. 
They may be summarized as follows: 

(1) Crushed fruits either purchased in glass or tin or pre- 
pared by the dispenser after proper formulas will keep without 
fermentation a sufficient length of time to allow of their dis- 
posal. 

(2) Fruit syrups properly prepared need no preservative other 
than sugar syrup to hold them until they are used up. 

(3) The keeping quality of crushed fruits and fruit syrups 
depends largely upon the strength of sugar solution employed 
in diluting the concentrates. 

(4) The heavier the sugar solution the more satisfactory it 
is. A solution made by dissolving fourteen pounds of sugar in a 
gallon of water is sufficiently heavy for all practical purposes, 
and in most instances a ten-pound syrup is sufficiently heavy. 

(5) Goods kept at a temperature not exceeding 55 degrees 
Fahrenheit will keep indefinitely. 

(6) Goods, when exposed at room temperature during the 
day and placed in the refrigerator at night will not ferment 
under seven days, even when made up with a ten-pound sugar 
solution. 

(7) Goods kept in jars provided for that purpose in the 
modern fountain will keep ten days or more without change even 
when made up with a ten-pound sugar solution. 

(8) Crushed fruits and fruit syrups made up by the dis- 
penser will keep in most instances as well as those put up in 
glass or tin. 


A Few Don'ts. 


Although I hesitate to draw up a set of rules for the guid- 
ance of soda fountain proprietors, yet I cannot refrain from 
adding in your interest a few “dont’s”: 

(1) Don’t place crushed fruits or fruit syrups in recepta- 
cles until they have been thoroughly washed in clean water. 

(2) Don’t refill syrup jars until they have been completely 
emptied and properly washed. If a small quantity of syrup 
remains in the jar at the end of the day, pour it out into a glass. 
You should not expect to keep goods which are constantly be- 
ing inoculated with old and possibly already fermented syrup. 

(3) Don’t use unclean spoons or stirring rods in making 
your solution. 

(4) Don’t expose crushed fruits to dust and dirt. 

(5) Don’t fail to keep your refrigerator iced and to see that 
all stocks which have been opened or which remain on the 
counter at the close of the day’s business, are placed in the 
refrigerator before leaving the store at night. 

In other words, prepare yourself for your business and then 
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conduct it along reasonable lines. It is as impossible to run. a 
soda fountain without ice as to run a milk depot or a market 
without ice. It is just as necessary to use care in handling soda 
fountain preparations as any other class of food products. If 
such care is used you will experience no difficulty in operating 
your fountain. And remember also that if your goods do spoil 
there is some reason for it other than the lack of chemical pre- 
servatives, and in all probability that reason is the fault of the 
management. 





SODA SUGGESTIONS FROM THE COAST. 


In a recent issue of the Pacific Pharmacist, A. L. Rich gives 

“a few choice formulas for frozen relishes.” The first is 
Lolly-Pops. 

Lolly-pops are made preferably in a stem champagne glass, 
he says. Take first a small dish of orange or pineapple ice, or 
other ice that is on hand, then the same size dish of vanilla ice 
cream. Pour about one ounce crushed raspberry syrup over the 
cream, putting a cherry on top and one on each side of the 
cream, and half of a walnut, sprinkling a small spoonful of fine 
ground nuts around the edge of the glass. Avoid filling the 
glass toc full, so as not to run over the sides. The above for- 
mula can be used in all flavors, by changing the cream and ice 
to make any lolly-pop desired. 


Cantaloupe Sundae. 

This much abused sundae is best prepared as follows: 

Have your melons cold, then cut in half the round way, 
loosening with a spoon the mealy part from the rind—that is, not 
entirely loose, but just enough so that the customer can easily 
get it loose with a spoon; besides, this permits the syrup to per- 
meate the melon thoroughly. When not otherwise desired, use 
maple syrup, about one-half ounce, adding a small dish of ice 
cream, topping off with a strawberry, if in season, or a red 
cherry. Ground nuts and whipped cream should not be used, as 
they destroy the delicious flavor of the melon. 


Grape Fruit a la Espanol. 

Select a grape fruit about medium size, cutting it in half 
the round way. Then remove the centre core carefully; loosen 
the pulp of the fruit from the rind with a small, sharp pointed 
knife, leaving the pulp in the shell and sprinkling some granu- 
lated sugar over it. Add about a tablespoonful of sherry wine 
and a teaspoonful of Maraschino cordial. Put a red cherry in 
the centre, and serve in fine crushed ice in a grape fruit glass. 


Grape Fruit Hawaiian. 

Take one-half of a grape fruit, cutting it the round way. 
Remove the core carefully, and separate the pulp from rind 
with a sharp knife. Then chop the pulp with equal parts of a 
pineapple, adding a little granulated sugar to suit taste. Re- 
place the matter in the rind, and serve with a cherry in the cen- 
tre, and fine crushed ice in a grape fruit glass. 


Tricolor Punch. 


For a thirst quencher, a tricolor punch will be found a win- 
ner. Into a ten ounce goblet put a small lump of ice, over which 
pour one-half ounce of orange syrup. Then in a mixing glass 
make a seltzer limeade from fresh limes. Pour this right on top 
of the orange syrup in the goblet, care being taken not to get 
them mixed. Fill the goblet within half an inch of the top. Then 
on top of this add a little claret wine or diluted grape juice, care 
being taken not to mix with the limeade. Add sliced orange and 
cherry, serve with straws on side.

|™= introduction into congress of a measure designed to place the revision and publication of the 

United States Pharmacopceia and the National Formulary in the hands of the United States Gov- 
ernment brings squarely before the physicians, the pharmacists and the people of the United States at large 
the question of whether the present method of revision and publication of the Pharmacopceia under the 
direction of a large, representative body of pharmacists and physicians is to be continued, or whether the 


work shall be entrusted to a government bureau. 


The unanimous sentiment of the men engaged in the 


work of revision as expressed below is strongly in favor of a continuation of the present method. 


All branches of the drug trade in this country are planning 
to unite in an effort to defeat a bill recently introduced into the 
House of Representatives by Representative Harry M. Coudrey, 
of St, Louis, Mo., which seeks to take the editing, revising and 
publishing of the United States Pharmacopceia out of the hands 
of the United States Pharmacopceia Revision Committee and to 
make the government the editor and publisher. This measure 
seeks to have the government made the editor and publisher of 
the National Formulary and to prohibit the manufacture and 
sale of any drugs or drug preparations not up to government 
standards of purity and strength, even when labeled in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the National Food and Drugs Law 
permitting such variance. It attempts, moreover, to make a 
violation of this prohibition a criminal act. 


The Coudrey measure, known as House of Representatives 
Bill 13,859, is loosely drafted in execrable English and in parts 
it is almost unintelligible. It was introduced into the House of 
Representatives on December 10 and was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Interstate and Foreign Commerce. It is drafted as 
an amendment to Section 7 of the National Food and Drugs 
Law, as follows: 

a. That the United States Government should edit and publish the 
United States Pharmacopeeia, or National yada and have a com- 
plete test for purity and strength of all drugs and chemicals, whether 
generally used or not, in the United States Pharmacopeia; that for the 
benefit of mankind or animals there shall be only one standard of drugs 
and chemicals, which shall conform in strength, quality, or purity to the 
standard prescribed or indicated for a drug of the same name_ recognized 
in the United States Pharmacopeia, or National Formulary; that it shall 
be made a criminal act if every drug manufactured or sold for the benefit 
of mankind or animals is not standardized United States Pharmacopeeia; 
that it be also made a criminal act for any druggist or manufacturer of 
proprietary or patent medicines if they do not employ standardized United 
States Pharmacopeeia drugs or chemicals in compounding their formule 
and to so state on their label. | . 

A drug bearing the name in or out of the United States Pharma- 
copeeia, or National Formulary, and branded to show a different standard 
of strength, quality, or purity, it shall be a criminal act if this class of 
drugs are employed by druggists or manufacturers of proprietary or patent 


medicines in prescriptions or preparations that are for the benefit of man- 
kind or animals. 

It is stated that the bill belongs to the class which is “in- 
troduced by request” and that the request in this instance came 
from a New York manufacturer of effervescent salts. It seems 
not improbable that the measure will die in committee. 


OPINIONS OF THE MEMBERS OF THE COMMITTEE 
OF REVISION OF THE U. S. P. 


Each member of the Committee of Revision of the United 
States Pharmacopeeia and of the Committee on the Na- 
tional Formulary was requested by the AMERICAN DRUGGIST 
to give his opinion (1) on the desirability of having the revision 
of the Pharmacopceia and the National Formulary taken over by 
the United States and (2) on the merits and demerits of the 
Coudrey bill. The answers received are printed below: 


PROF. JOSEPH P. REMINGTON, PHILADELPHIA, 
Chairman of the Committee of Revision of the U. S. P. 


| had received a copy of the Coudrey bill. I have no doubt 
that this is only the forerunner of other bills of the same general 
character. I have long believed that the United. States Govern- 
ment would, at some time, take over the publication of the Phar- 
macopeeia. 

The proposition to limit the use of medicines to those which 
are official exclusively is, of course, impracticable from every 
standpoint. To provide standards for every drug likely to be 
used in prescriptions or preparations used for the benefit of man- 
kind or animals would take a lifetime to prepare becattse the vast 
majority of drugs used today in medicire cannot be standardized 
by assay processes or chemical tests and physiological testing has 
not advanced sufficiently to help very much. 

The administration of drugs and medicines other than those 
which are official cannot be stopped by legal enactment unless 
they are adulterated, sophisticated or misbranded.

PROF. H. H. RUSBY, NEW YORK, 
Of the Committee of Revision of the U. S. P. 


In reply to your request for an expression of opinion as to 
the desirability of the publication of our Pharmacopuaia by the 
federal government, and as to the merits of the Coudrey bill, 
providing for such publication, I will say that by the present 
method of Pharmacopceia revision, the revisors have the benefit 
of the deliberations of a convention continuing for nearly a week, 
its members being the authdrized representatives of all incor- 
porated medical and pharmaceutical associations, and colleges 
and schools, besides those from the government departments most 
interested. I cannot conceive of any method that would be more 
general and thorough in its presentation of all interests and 
views. It is the admiration and envy of all pharmacopoeia mak- 
ers abroad, who act under the national system. I firmly believe 
that any method of government publication that excluded this 
feature would result in a book that would be, comparatively 
speaking, a failure. 

On the other hand, publication by the government could elim- 
inate the element that has resulted in previous failure to supply 
a satisfactory book by the present method. This element is the 
want of such an amount of money as is absolutely necessary to 
thoroughness in revision work. It is not at all certain, nor even 
very probable, that the convention will adopt the only feasible 
plan for securing such necessary funds. 

The above considerations lead me to believe that some plan 
of cooperation between the government and the convention would 
afford the best possible basis for securing the desired result. 

As to the bill now before Congress, perhaps the less said 
about it the better. Its every feature shows the unfitness of its 
author to deal with so serious and complicated a subject. The 
relations between commercial and professional principles and in- 
terests are so numerous and so close and delicate in this case 
as to demand something more than even a good knowledge of 
the subject matter concerned. Whoever takes charge of this prop- 
osition should be one of long and close experience with the ap- 
plications of the Pharmacopceia, as well as readily familiar with 
its provisions, and he must then know enough to wait until the 
proper time for action shall have arrived. President Taft has 
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indicated his intention of asking Congress to provide a National 
Department of Health, and it is not likely that so greatly needed 
a reform will be neglected. Such a department would be the 
natural and proper authority to have charge of any government 
interests in the Pharmacopeeia. Any arrangement whatever which 
anticipated this proposed readjustment would seem to me to be 
premature and unwise. H. H. Russy.

li the text of Representative Coudrey’s proposed amendment 
is correctly conveyed in the copy sent to me, it is certainly hard 
to take seriously such a jumble of legislative ineptitude. The 
brain storn f which it was evolved must have been of ex- 
ceptional violence even in the cyclone belt of the United States. 
It has importance, however, on account of certain fundamentai 
ideas that are likely to be accepted without question by our legis 
lators. 

The first of these is that the “government” ought to determine 
all standards. The proposition has a plausible sound. No doubt 
the fundamental standards of weight and measure which enrcer 
into all commercial transactions must have governmental recog 
nition, and practically therefore governmental prescription. The 
universality of application of such standards necessitates the gov 
ernmental fiat, which so far from restricting liberty, is a condi 


out 


tion of freedom in commercial transactions. Even so, govern 
ment does not in fact create the standards; it simply defines ac- 
curately the interpretation to be put on the meaning of such 


terms as inch, pound, bushel, already familiar and reasonably well 
defined. The principle 1s of general application. When the in- 
terests of the community call for a definition of any term because 
of inherent vagueness, government supplies such definition, as 
when it crtanilats what shall be the legal weight of a bushel of 


wheat or corn. To multiply such definitions needlessly—as for 
instance, to provide a standard weight for a bushel of vanilla 
beans—would be an obvious misapplication of governmental reg- 


ulations. 

Now, the question what drugs shall constitute the materia 
medica, is one which only concerns the physicians who prescribe 
and the pharmacists who dispense the drugs. The Pharmacopoeia 
is simply an enumeration of the articles which make up the or- 
dinary materia medica, with descriptions and definitions suffi- 
ciently exact to enable the pharmacists to carry out the intent of 
the physician in compounding his prescriptions. Necessarily the 
materia medica is constantly changing. New remedies are intro- 
duced; old ones ge out of use, so that frequent revisions of the 
Pharmacopoeia are a necessity. Obviously is is only physicians 
and pharmacists who are in touch with the facts on which revis- 
ion of the Pharmacopeeia must be based. The present mode of 
providing for such revisions is as nearly ideal as we can hope 
for. The charge that it affords opportunity for graft is purely 
gratuitous. The danger of graft would be infinitely greater if the 
work were in the hands of governmental appointees, in the pres- 
ent condition of American politics. 

The governmert did the wise thing in providing that the 
standards of the U. S. Pharmacopceia be recognized as legally 
binding. We should tet well enough alone. However, not all 
remedies prescribed by physicians are contained in the U. S. 
Pharmacopeeia. There is a long list of nonofficial remedies, some 
of them quite potent, for which the Pharmacopceia fixes no stand- 
ard. It is safe to say that this would be equally true if govern- 
nient made the Pharmacopeeia and revised it every six months— 
expenses provided by taxation. But this is not the whole of it. 
There are schools of medicine in America having recognized 
standing which ignore the U. S. Pharmacopeeia altogether. Now 
a law which should make it criminal to prescribe or administer 
any drug not contained in the U. S. Pharmacopceia would send 
to prison a large number of physicians now practising under 
governmental license, unless the Pharmacopceia issued by the 
Uiuted States Government included at least the remedies used 


by eclectic and homeceopathic practitioners, and the authorized 
nonofficial remedies of the Council of Pharmacy 
The question of real importance is whether the exception 


made in Section 7 of the present “Food and Drugs Act” is a 
concession to human freedom that ought not to have been made, 
and which should now be withdrawn. The text reads: “Provided, 
That no drug defined in the United States Pharmacopoeia or 
National Formuiary shall be deemed to be adulterated under this 
provision of the standard of strength, quality or purity be plainly 
stated upon the bottle, box, or other container thereof, although 
the standard may differ from that determined by the test laid 
down in the United States Pharmacopeeia or National Formu- 
lary.” T believe myself that this provision is a wise one. Were 


it not for this. the continued use by conservative old physicians 
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of a tincture like that of aconite (U. 1890) would be in 
violation of law—at least, if the physician dispensed his own 
medicine and lived in the District of Columbia or any of the ter- 
ritories. The object of the law is simply to prevent fraud—not 
to interfere with the liberty of any to use such remedies as ex- 
perience has commended to him, and in such manner of com- 
pounding as he has found advantageous. 

There is not room to say anything about the National For- 
mulary as a legal standard, but there is no harm in giving legal 
authority to the “standards” of a compilation in which standards 
are conspicuously absent. A. B. Lyons. 


PROF. VIRGIL COBLENTZ, NEW YORK, 
Of the Committee of Revision of the U. S. P. 


The copy of the oe bill was received and its contents 

studied, with rather vague results. The bill appears to me to be 
carelessly drawn ad leaves much to be inferred as regards its 
uncertain intentions. Such a measure should be very carefully 
edited by persons competent and thoroughly versed in the pres- 
ent status of the pharmacopceial controversy. Such an Act should 
emanate from a representative body, made up like the Pharmaco- 
peeial Convention, which would draft something that would avoid 
the evils resulting from careless legislation. 

I am very much in doubt as to whether or not the use of 
chemicals in the arts is permitted, that is, anything that is not 
U. S. P., since the word “chemical” is omitted in paragraph b. 
Drugs and chemicals used in the arts and manufactures are also 
used “for the benefit of mankind and animals,” as demanded by 
the bill. 

I am decidedly not in favor of the complete government control 
of the Pharmacopceia or of the National Formulary. These are 
now representative works emanating from the National Conven- 
tion, the most representative of bodies that ever meets in this or 
any other country. Why should such a task be taken from this 
body of men and turned over to government officials? It is right 
and proper that the government should be concerned in this com- 
ing revision, but not to the extent of its being taken out of the 
hands of the physicians and pharmacists of this country. To 
repeat, the bill is full of defects and ambiguities.

PROF. HENRY KRAEMER, PHILADELPHIA, 
Of the Committee of Revision of the U. S. P. 


[ acknowledge receipt of your favor of the 16th instant, invit- 
ing me to discuss the general question of the revision and pub- 
lication of the U. S. Pharmacopceia and the National Formulary 
by the United States Government. 

This subject has been under consideration in one form or an- 
other for about twenty-five years. Since the enactment of the 
food and drugs act of June, 1906, the government officials, 
while recognizing the U. S. Pharmacopceia and National Formu- 
lary as legal standards, nevertheless have shown that when these 
are inadequate, they adopt the findings of other authorities and 


also take into consideration the results of more recent investi- 
gations. This merely shows, as a matter of fact, that while the 
U. S. P. and N. F. form the basis for their standards, the gov- 


ernment officials have fixed, and are devising, their own stand- 
ards. At first sight it would seem that the whole work of stand- 
ardization could be done better by a department of the govern- 
ment, whose special work it is to establish standards, than by men 
with whom the framing of the Pharmacopceia and National For- 
mulary is in one sense more or less of secondary concern. How- 
ever, if we look into this feature carefully, it does not necessarily 
hold true. 

While there might also be some other advantages in having 
a oe of the government carry on the work of revision 
of the U. S. Pharmacopceia, as for example, in defraying the ex- 
penses for research work, in obtaining information at first han 1 
regarding foreign and imported drugs, and in cooperating with 
other departments of the government, still the government does 
not appear to be organized in a way to carry on the work at 
present. 

Moreover, the practising physicians and practising pharmacists 
of the country are the ones who have the most direct and vital in- 
terest in the Phagtnacopceia, and logically they are the ones to 
revise it, and if their leaders and the representatives of their or- 
ganized bodies fail to comprehend the responsibility which 
rests with them or to improve the opportunity which lies 
before them. then I am greatly mistaken in my assumption as to 
their collective ability and integrity. In other words, I can not 
abandon the idea that with the great progress that is being made 
along educational and scientific lines, the outlook for the revision 
of the U. S. Pharmacopceia is more and more assuring. There is 
work to be done, but I believe the men can be found to do the 
work. It is not so much a matter of method as it is of selecting 
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men to carry on the work of revision who comprehend the true 
scope and intent of a pharmacopceia.

PROF. LUCIUS E. SAYRE, LAWRENCE, KAN,., 
Of the Committee of Revision of the U. S. P. 


First, considering the bill itself. Among other things it lacks 
the restrictions which should protect the public against the dis- 
pensing of inferior and adulterated drugs to the public by the 
physician. This is a weakness of the present law—at least in its 
administration. In the West it is a common practice for the 
physician to run a kind of a drug store in his private office. One 
of these physicians I personally notified that he was dispensing 
a substandard and inferior preparation. I was told that the law 
did not apply to him. He could dispense those goods without 
let or hindrance, those goods from which he could obtain clinical 
results. He was the judge of that. If the facts were known the 
public would see to it that the physicians’ offices would be placed 
under the same surveillance as the drug store. Physicians, how- 
ever, have gained such political power that it would be difficult 
to secure such legislation unless the public should see to it that 
it has a “square deal.” Who is dealing the cards in this game 
it is difficult to see—it seems like a covered hand. It matters not, 
however, if there is a square deal. 

The bill itself, [ notice, does not provide, in the title, for the 
revision of the Pharmacopceia. The title, as I understand it, 
should contain all the points that the text of the bill includes, 
therefore the revision of the Pharmacopceia is not provided for. 

Now as to the merits of the bill: Looking at it from the 
standpoint of the public and as a taxpayer, I should say, as a 
general principle the Pharmacopceia should be revised and pub- 
lished as effectively, expeditiously, and economically as possible. 
Whether these conditions can be met by the passage of this bill I 
have my grave doubts. Any one who knows the history of the 
Pharmacopeceia is quite sure that it cannot be revised and pub- 
lished by the government as economically as it has been done in 
the past. I have no idea that the United States will want to 
accept the task this year or next. 

The political considerations in connection with the problems 
are too numerous for me to consider. Politics has been con- 
cerned with the administration of its own affairs rather than the 
business of the government. I fear that politics is now sordidly 
craving the Pharmacopoeia, not for the good of the public, but 
for some special interest. 

As to the business side of the proposition: Will Uncle Sam, 
with his proverbial riches, confiscate the property of an organiza- 
tion that he has already recognized in most flattering terms? I 
shall be very much disappointed in him if he does! Certainly if 
he does he may not expect a loyal, enthusiastic service and self- 
sacrificing service of the pharmaceutical chemists who have hith- 
erto contributed so freely. L. E. Sayre. 


PROF. SAMUEL P. SADTLER, PHILADELPHIA, 
Of the Committee of Revision of the U. S. P. 


I am in receipt of your favor of the 16th instant asking me 
to give you my views as to 

(1) The desirability. of having the revision and publication of 
the U. S. Pharmacopceia and the National Formulary taken over 
by the United States Government, and 

(2) The virtues and defects of the enclosed Coudrey bill. 

At first thought, I was inclined to say that it was a question 
that should not be decided until the supposed advantages of gov- 
ernment revision were more fully stated and that they might 
prove to be so clear and decided that the friends and users of 
these important standards might be brought to general acquies- 
cence in the proposal. On consideration, however, it seems to me 
that the objections to this plan are so fundamental, and the diffi- 
culties that would arise so far reaching, that they ought to be 
stated for the consideration of those conerned before this agita- 
tion for government control takes too strong a hold of those 
unacquainted with the meaning of a Pharmacopeeia or a Formu- 
lary. 

sf will not take the space here to recount the history of the 
origin and development of the U. S. Pharmacopeeia, as that can 
be readily found in the Historical Introduction which appears in 
the preliminary pages of the last issue of the book. Suffice it to 
say, that it represents the consensus of opinion of medical practi- 
tioners and pharmacists as to what are the most desirable prepa- 
rations to be used in medical practice, how they can be best pre- 
pared, what should be the accepted strength of preparations of 
potent drugs or most convenient strength of other preparations. 
At the same time it gives instruction as to how to recognize cer- 
tain vegetable drugs which serve as raw material for the making 
of preparations and how to test various chemicals as to purity 
and strength. 

In all of these matters it represents the acceptance of many 
compromises (and justly so) on points in which health or life are 
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not endangered, between the importer and jobber, the chemical 
and pharmaceutical manufacturer, the retail pharmacist and the 
dispensing physician. The interest of all of these are concerned, 
and all have been consulted over and over, before tinal agreement 
on the text of the Pharmacopoeia is reached. 

In my opinion, the interests of all these parties cannot be so 
well conserved if the revision is placed in the hands of a group 
of government officials, responsible, if at all, to heads of bureaus 
at Washington. 

They may send out an official circular, asking for the pre- 
sentation of views, or may appoint dates for the hearing of com- 
mittees interested, but the fundamental difference is the complete 
independence of all responsibility to the interests concerned and 
the arbitrary position and rulings on vitally important questions 
which will naturally result. 

In the second place, we have as yet no national control of the 
practice of medicine, even if it has been possible to prevent false 
and misleading statements from going out on the labels of patent 
medicine and cure-alls. 

We have regular practitioners, homceopaths, osteopaths, and 
eclectic physicians all licensed in some of the states to practice 
after examinations before boards of varying views and qualifica- 
tions. 

How can a group of government officials be authorized to pre- 
pare a pharmacopeeia national in scope and of binding force for 
these divergent schools of practice? Or shall the government 
prepare a series of pharmacopceias, adapted to each of these sev- 
eral classes of practitioners? We have, moreover, a large coun- 
try, with a great variety of climate, and what is more important 
with a composite nationality, much of which holds tenaciously to 
the habits and methods of thought learned in foreign countries. 
Are we to have binding directions for the preparation of medi- 
cines to apply to all these, issued from Washington with suitable 
penalties for nonenforcement or nonacceptance ? 

This looks to me like too strong a step in the way of imperial- 
ism. 

I am heartily in favor of a national board of health to look 
into the various elements of danger to the health of the people 
and where state control is inadequate to have authority to 
take steps to stamp out contagion and widespread disease, but a 
governmental standard controlling and prescribing the manufac- 
ture of chemical and medical preparations goes many steps be- 
yond that. 

I might speak of the impolitic character of the proposal and 
the undesirability of it from a number of other points of view, 
but I believe these two considerations, viz., the lack of proper 
representative character of such a pharmacopoeia and the impos- 
sibility under the present conditions of the practice of medicine 
of issuing a general pharmacopceia with governmental authority 
and binding force, are sufficient. 

But while this form of governmental dictation and control 
seems to me to be objectionable, I am in favor of a much fuller 
participation on the part of several of the existing scientific bu- 
reaus at Washington in the Pharmacopceia Convention work than 
was the case in 1900. There are able and trained chemists, phar- 
macognosists, and medical experts in the government service who 
would be welcomed as delegates and whose participation would 
be of great service in the making of the next book, and I hope 
we will have this help. 

With regard to the virtues and defects of the Coudrey bill in 
the form shown in the printed draft sent me, I would say that it 
illustrates how easy it would be for an act of Congress to work 
infinite harm to manufacturing chemistry and pharmacy as well 
as to bring confusion and litigation into.the drug business. How 
are the words “that, for the benefit of mankind or animals, there 
shall be only one standard of drugs and chemicals, which shall 
conform in strength, quality or purity to the standard furnished 
or indicated for a drug of the same name recognized in the 
United States Pharmacopceia or National Formulary” to be in- 
terpreted? Will commercial chemicals come under this category 
if a substance of the same name is found in the U. S. Pharma- 
copeeia? The present U. S. Pharmacopoeia says (preface, page 
xxxix), “the standards of purity and strength prescribed in the 
text of this Pharmacopceia are intended to apply to substances 
which are used solely for medicinal purposes and when profess- 
edly bought, sold or dispensed as such,” and this statement ap- 
pears in italics. SAMUEL P. SApTLER.

I have not the time to discuss the question at any length, but 
do not believe it to be morally justifiable for the government to 
seize the U. S. P. In fact, I question its ability to do so. The 
Pharmacopeeia is copyrighted and published by an incorporated 
organization with property rights in and legal ownership of the 
book. 

The bill itself is so crude that it probably will never get far- 
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ther than the committee stage. It seems to confuse the U. S. P. 
and the N. F. and the grammar deserves a place in the AMERICAN 
Druceist’s exhibit of freak orders.

I do not feel that the United States Government is in a posi- 
tion at the present time to undertake the work of revising the 
United States Pharmacopeia and the National Formulary in as 
efficient a manner as the task is now being performed by the 
United States Pharmacopeeial Convention and American Phar 
maceutical Association. These organizations represent every in- 
terest connected with medicine or pharmacy. The government at 
the present time is unable to carry out the work along the broad 
and comprehensive lines followed under the present plans. Un- 
less interfered with by some government action similar to that 
proposed in the Coudrey bill, I believe that the U. S. P. C. of 
1910 will be the most representative gathering of the kind the 
world has ever known and the next revision of the Pharmaco- 
peeia the best standard for medicines ever published. 

The U. S. P. VIIT. received high praise from the British and 
Continental pharmacists. The only criticisms were made at home 
and based on minor points brought up by local conditions. Phar- 
macy and medicine are both undergoing rapid changes and the 
Pharmacopeeia requires revision to keep up with the times. Let 
it be by the same authority and along the same broad lines that 
characterized the work of the past. 

You ask for a discussion of the 
Coudrey bill. It is such a jumble of English words that it is 
difficult to detect its virtues, in case any exist. It does not dis- 
tinguish between U. S. P. and N. F., nor does it provide for 
means of obtaining the copyrights of these books, nor is any 
reference made to the method of handling the work of revision 
by the government.

If the amendment to the Food and Drugs Act of June 30, 
1900, recently introduced into Congress by Representative Cou- 
drey is correctly reported by your Washington correspondent, if 
it should pass and become a law, and if its provisions can and 
will be enforced to the letter ef the law, it would most likely 
result in the closing of every drug store, and in the discontinu- 
ance of the manufacture and importation of medicinal drugs in 
this country, while physicians would soon be without the means 
of prescribing even the simplest medicaments with which to 
combat disease.

The revision and publication of the U. S. P. and N. F. would 
be a most gigantic undertaking on the part of the United States 
Government 

Were it to undertake this in accordance with the evident 
spirit of this bill it would be many years, even with the great 
resources of our government, before it could formulate complete 
tests for purity, ete, of all drugs and chemicals, whether gen- 
erally used or not in the United States. 

The time has not yet come for our government to undertake 
work of this kind. It certainly would not be advisable at pres- 
ent. If we had a National Department of Health, it, with the 
various departments of the government having to do with drugs 
and chemicals, could be officially represented in the Pharmaco- 
peeial Convention and cooperate in the revision. This would give 
the government all the supervision required, and would also give 
those engaged in this work the advantage of the government's 
great resources. This might also include the National Formulary 

The many defects of this measure cannot be pointed out in 
this brief note. It’s chief defect, however, is the requirement 
that all drugs and chemicals, not, be 


whether in general use or 
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standardized. An undertaking of such vastness would put pub- 
lication of the first government Pharmacopceia over into the 
next century. 

The bill reads rather vaguely, and seems to have been drawn 
up by some one not over familiar with the subject. What differ- 
ence does it make, for instance, if a drug or chemical used in a 
proprietary article be not of U. S. P. or N. F. strength? So 
long as it is a proprietary, its manufacturer could use as much or 
little as he pleased and change proportions when he pleased. 

The only good feature in this measure, if I understand its 
meaning, is in requiring that U. S. P. and N. F. preparations, if 
so labeled, must comply with their respective standards.

Responding to your request for my opinion of the Coudrey 
bill, I beg to say that if the phrase “should edit and publish the

pecial tests? that no alcohol can be sold except of the cologne 
spirit purity now required by the Pharmacopoeia?

AMENDMENTS TO THE FOOD AND DRUGS ACT. 





Homoeopathic Pharmacopoeia to Be Recognized Representative 
Dalzell Takes a Hand. 
(From our Regular Correspondent.) 
Washington, December 22.—Representative Dalzell has intro- 
duced the following bill, which has been referred to the House 
Committee on Interstate and Foreign Commerce: 


That the food and drugs act (of June thirtieth, nineteen hun- 
dred and six) be amended as follows: 
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aii section six by inserting after the words “or National 
Formulary” the words “or in the Homeeopathic Pharmacopoeia 
of the United States so that the section as amended shall read: 

Sec. 6. That the term “drug” as used in this act shall in 
clude all medicines and preparations recognized in the United 
States Pharmacopoeia or National Formulary or in the Homco- 
pathic Pharmacopceia of the United States for internal or exter- 
nal use, and any substance or mixture of substances intended to 
be used for the cure, mitigation, or prevention of disease of either 
man or other animals. 

The term “food” as used herein shall include all articles used 
for food, drink, confectionery, or condiment by man or other 
animals, whether simple, mixed, or compound. 

Amend Section 7, first part, by inserting after the words “Na- 
tional Formulary” wherever they occur the words “or in ‘he 
Homeopathic Pharmacopoeia of the United States,” so that the 
section as amended shall read: 

“Sec. 7. That for the purposes of this act an article shall be 
deemed to be adulterated: 

“First. If, when a drug is sold by a name recognized in the 
United States Pharmacopeia or National Formulary or in the 
Homeeopathic Pharmacopceia of the United States, it differs from 
the standard of strength, quality, or purity as determined by the 
test laid down in the United States Pharmacopoeia or National 
Formulary or in the Homocop: ithic Pharmacopoeia of the United 
States official at the time of investigation: Provided, That no drug 
defined in the United States Pharmocopceia or National Formulary 
or in the Homeceopathic Pharmacopoeia of the United States 
shall be deemed to be adulterated under this provision if 
the standard of strength, quality, or purity be plainly stated upon 
the bottle, box, or other container thereof, although the st: indard 
may differ from that determined by the test laid down in the 
United States Pharmacopeeia or National Formulary or in the 
Homeeopathic Pharmacopeeia of the United States.” 


DRUG TRADE SECTION TO FIGHT COUDREY BILL. 





Legislative Committee of This Body Votes to Do Everything in 
Its Power to Defeat This Measure on Ground that It Is Im- 
practicable and Would Constitute Unwise Legislation ff 
Enacted by Congress. 

Members of the legislative committee of the Drug Trade Sec- 
tion of the New York Board of Trade and Transportation voted 
unanimously, at a special meeting held in the rooms of that or- 
ganization last Tuesday afternoon, to oppose in every manner 
possible the so-called Coudrey bill, House of Representatives 
Bill 13,850, introduced into the lower house of congress by Rep- 
resentative Harry M. Coudrey, of St. Louis, Mo., on December 
Io and now before the House Committee on Interstate and For- 
eign Commerce. The legislative committee determined at this 
meeting to defeat this measure on the ground that it is imprac- 
ticable and would constitute, if enacted, unwise legislation, as it 
seeks to remove from the United States Pharmacopceia Revision 
Committee the editing, revising and publishing of the United 
States Pharmacopeeia, and to give such prerogative, as well as 
the editing and publication of the National Formulary, to the 
United States government, and likewise attempts to make it a 
criminal act to use any drugs not up to government standards 
of purity and strength, even if the variance is labeled on the 
finished product. 

The legislative committee also discussed, but took no action 
upon, the so-called Dalzell bill, introduced into the House of 
Representatives by Representative Dalzell, of Pennsylvania, 
which seeks to obtain in the national food and drugs law recog- 
nition of the Homceopathic Pharmacopaia. This measure like- 
wise is before the House Committee on Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce. 

The Drug Trade Section’s Committee on Nominations of 
Officers and Standing Committees likewise held a meeting last 
Tuesday afternoon, but will not make a formal report upon its 
slate until the annual meeting of the Section, which will be held 
on Wednesday afternoon, January 5, in the rooms of the Drug 
and Chemical Club of New York, and which will be followed 
by a luncheon. 
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THE FEDERAL LAW AND THE PHARMACOPOEIA. 


Dispenser Responsible for Genutneness of Prescription Signature 
—Attorney-General’s Opinion Presented at New York 
Branch. 


The chief features of the twenty-third meeting of the New 
York Branch of the A, Ph, A., were a letter from the Attorney 
General of the State of New York, concerning responsibility 
for the genuineness of signature on prescriptions, which is 
printed in full in our editorial column, and a paper by President 
Rusby on “The Federal Law and the Pharmacopeeia.” 

First, he stated that it was imperative that the pharmaco- 
poeia should be an accurate and satisfactory working standard 
to meet the demands of those whose duty it is to enforce the 
food and drugs act. If it does not supply this need some other 
standard, he said, must be provided. It was of first importance, 
in his opinion, that there be no question concerning the integrity 
of those connected with the revision, as, if any credence is to 
be placed in rumors, the attempts to manipulate the next revision 
will be wellnigh irresistible to any “weak vessel.” 

He considered the publication in advance of their adoption 
of ali proposed standards and _ tests, believing that no other 
course can so well preclude errors of judgment or intentional 
deception. The delay and extra work that such a course would 
entail seemed to him to be of but little weight when the neces- 
sity for accuracy and purity was considered. Equally important 
he considered the employment of paid assistants in the work of 
revision. 

He thought that a national standard should include all drugs 
that are used to any considerable extent, in the selection of 
which the needs of the government will play an important part, 
as at the present time the authorities are obliged to improvise 
standards for many largely imported drugs. He agreed with Dr 
S. Solis Cohen, that while the ideas of every reputable physician 
should be considered as to the introduction of ethical articles 
that he desires to use, no encouragement should be given to 
prejudices on therapeutical grounds against those favored by 
others. 

A new class of drug standards is considered essential by him, 
this class to include: Ash test, limit of starch in non-starchy 
drugs, limit of woody tissue in non-woody drugs, extraction- 
constants and clearer definitions. There should also be included 
after the description of the drug list of the official preparations 
into which it enters, a list of the principal recognized synonyms, 
processes for determining compliance with purity standards, and 
descriptions of the drug in powdered form. 

He recognized the necessity for securing for the use of the 
board of trustees a great deal more money than has been avail- 
able for former revisions, and could see but one practicable 
method of financing the revision: to raise the price of the 
pharmacopeeia. There should be no thought of criticism, he 
said, if the process of revision is made to be self-sustaining as 
far as necessary and reasonable expenses. 

The paper concluded with a list of fifty-seven official botani- 
cal drugs, relative to which the author made suggestions that 
in his opinion would go a long way toward removing many 
of the handicaps under which pharmacists, drug millers, manu- 
facturers, and government officials now labor. 

Supplementary to his paper, Dr. Rusby suggested the addition 
of the following articles to pharmacopceial drugs: Abrus, 
ajowan, anethum, angelica, arnica root, arum, asarum, berberis 
bark, blessed thistle, boldus, celery, Chinese galls, condurango, 
coptis, cornus, cumin, curcuma, damiana, draconis, echinacea, 
fenugreek, frasera, galanga, hepatica, kava, lovage, marjoram. 
menyanthes, myrcia, nigella, ononis, origanum, parsley, phel- 
landrium polygonatum, poppy seed, pyrethrum flowers, saba- 
dilla, saffron, serphyllum, simaruba, symphytum, tussilago, 
xanthorrhiza, and yarrow, 

The doctor then quoted from the resolutions concerning 
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pharmacopeeial revision adopted by the National Wholesale 
Druggists’ Association. While not personally opposed to the 
suggestion as to the personnel of the Revision Committee, he 
believed that to carry it out would be to meet with an oppos- 
ing cry of “class legislation.” In his opinion, none having a 
financial interest in substances for which standards were to be 
fixed should be a member of the Revision Committee; but he 
thought that much good would come from the establishing of 
an Advisory Committee of representatives of such interests. He 
was heartily in favor of the suggestion to give publicity to pro- 
posed official standards and tests, in advance of their being 
adopted. 

The discussion of the subject presented in Dr. Rusby’s paper 
was opened by Dr. H. A. Seil. He believed that wherever a 
purity standard was given there should be an official method 
for determining the standard of the substance. In drug assay- 
ing his experience had led him to the conclusion that the ma- 
jority of existing methods were satisfactory if the sample was 
completely extracted—complete extraction being fundamentally 
essential. He advised the adoption of a test for synthetic bal- 
sam of peru, greater definiteness and more clarity in official de- 
scriptions; the including of ash standards, and further investi- 
gation of the various resins and gums. 

Dr. G. C. Dickman considered it necessary that the pharma- 
copceia give the more common synonyms of official substances, 
and a list of the official preparations of which a drug forms a 
part under the title of the drug. 
in the directions in official processes, and clearer statements of 
temperature, etc. 


He favored more definiteness 


Publicity for proposed standards and tests was 
desirable, in his opinion, as tending to do away with corrections 
in them after they had been published.

In summing up, Dr. Rusby held to his belief in a pharma- 
copeeia of more definiteness and wider scope, and to his ad- 
vocacy of publicity. An evident attempi ai secrecy and not a 
desire for publicity was, he said, recognized in law and ethics 
as justification for a presumption of ulterior motives. His mo- 
tive, he said, was to preclude any advantage to any member of 
the committee in the publication of any commentary on the 
pharmacopeeia, or work on material medica; and also to have 
criticism before rather than after the adoption of a standard. 

On the motion of Dr. Dickman, the secretary was instructed 
to have the paper by Dr. Rusby and an abstract of the discus- 
sion printed and distributed to the delegates to the 1910 phar- 
macopeeial convention, 


Pluto Concentrated Water Seized by Government— 
Quart Bottles Short in Contents. 


(From our Regular Correspondent.) 

Washington, December 21.—The Board of Food and Drug 
Inspection has issued a notice relating to the misbranding of 
waters which is of considerable interest to the trade, It appears 
that on the 12th day of June, 1909, in the District Court of the 
United States for the District of Maryland, in a proceeding of 
libel under Section 10 for seizure and condemnation of thirty- 
four cases of “Pluto Concentrated Mineral Water,” labeled and 
branded as containing “2 Doz. Qts.” bottles each, whereas, as a 
matter of fact, the average content per bottle was 1.6 pints, the 
French Lick Springs Hotel Company, a corporation of French 
Lick, Ind., appeared and filed answer admitting the allegations 
of the libel, and the case having come on for a hearing, the 
court rendered a decree of condemnation. 

The facts in the case are recited as follows: 

On or about May 28, 1909, an inspector of the Department of 
Agriculture. discovered in the Camden warehouses at Baltimore, 
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Md., 34 cases (each containing two dozen bottles) of mineral 
water labeled and branded “2 Doz. Qts. Pluto Concentrated Min- 
eral Water.” These cases had been shipped to the Camden ware- 
houses by the French Lick Springs Hotel Company from French 
Lick, Ind., on or about April 12, 1909. A number of the bottles, 
examined in the Bureau of Chemistry, Department of Agricul- 
ture, proved to be of short measure, containing on the average 
1.6 pints each. The water was, therefore, misbranded under Sec- 
tion 8 of the act, and on May 28, 1909, the facts were reported by 
the Secretary of Agriculture to the United States attorney for 
the district of Maryland, and libel for seizures and condemnation 
was duly filed, with the result stated. 


A QUEER KINK IN THE WATERBURY CASE. 





Department of Agriculture Gives Notice of Procedure Against 
the Waterbury Company Under Section 2—The Board of 
Inspection Plaintiff in One Case and Judge in Another. 





(From our Regular Correspondent.) 

Washington, December 23.—Singular action has been taken by 
the Board of Food and Drug Inspection in the Department of 
Agriculture in instituting a second proceeding in the codliver oil 
case now pending here in the District Court. This case was 
a proceeding in revu brought by the District Attorney of the 
District of Columbia at the instance of the Board of Food and 
Drug Inspection against thirty-six cases of metabolized codliver 
oil, the product of the Waterbury Chemical Company, of Des 
Moines, Ia. The proceedings were of the usual kind under Sec- 
tion 10 of the Food and Drugs Act, but no notice was given the 
producers, no hearing allowed them, and no analysis, so far as 
they could ascertain, was made prior to the seizure. The Water- 
bury Chemical Company, through their attorney, Arthur P. 
Greeley, of Washington, have made vigorous protest against the 
summary action of the Department of Agriculture and the Dis- 
trict Attorney and have especially urged the unconstitutionality 
of such seizures without previous hearing, analysis or notice. 
Justice Stafford, before whom the case has been pending, has 
not yet handed down an opinion regarding the matters in con- 
troversy, but the department authorities have apparently become 
somewhat frightened at the vigor with which the unconstitu- 
tionality of their methods has been assailed. Within the past few 
days they have therefore given notice of a proceeding under Sec- 
tion 2 of the Food and Drugs Act. Hearing has been set for 
Omaha on January 10, and it is stated that at that time analyses 
of the metabolized codliver oil will be produced and discussed. 
[his action creates a peculiar situation inasmuch as the Board 
of Food and Drug Inspection, which originated the proceedings 
of seizure under Section 10 against the goods of the Waterbury 
Chemical Company, now is constituted the tribunal of adjudica- 
The 
board can hardly do otherwise than find against the company 
under Section 2 and then this subsequent verdict may be used to 
carry through the original proceedings instituted under Section 
10. This brings to pass a singular situation which is considered 
to call for some relief through a material change in modes of 
procedure.

The Nobel Prizes. 


From the income of the estate of Alfred Nobel, the dynamite 
manufacturer, five prizes are awarded annually for the most im- 
portant discovery in the realms of physics, chemistry and medi- 
cine, the greatest work in literature of an idealistic tendency, 
and the most efficient efforts for the promotion of peace.

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THE WASHINGTON BRANCH DISCUSS THE NATIONAL 
FORMULARY. 





N. F. Should Not Furnish Substitutes for Proprietaries—General 
Formulas of Value—Uniformity in Products Essential—No- 
menclature Needs Correction—New Officers Elected for the 
Branch. 





(From our Regular Correspondent.) 


Washington, December 20.—The stated meeting of the City 
of Washington Branch of the American Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion, held on the evening of Wednesday, December 1, was de- 
voted to a discussion of the Report of the Committee on Na- 
tional Formulary of the American Pharmaceutical] Association. 

Hy. P. Hynson, a member of the Committee on National 
Formulary, spoke of the perfecting of that book and outlined 
what he believed that the book should be and should not be. 
Of the things that it should not be he especially emphasized 
that it should not be a book of receipts for making substitutes 
for nostrums or proprietaries. It should not be a jumble of 
doubts and uncertainties for physicians, nor an elementary 
treatise for unprepared and ignorant pharmacists, nor should 
it be a book that will bring discredit or dishonor, in any way, 
or in the smallest degree, upon the American Pharmaceutical 
Association or its members, On the other hand, he believes 
that the National Formulary should be a book created primarily 
to serve the best interests of humanity. It should contain 
formulas for such medicinal preparations not in the U. S. P. 
which are entirely consistent with the accepted truths and pre- 
vailing knowledge in the sciences of medicine and pharmacy. 


General Formulas Should Be Retained. 


°rof. H. E. Kalusowski presented a review of the report 
of the Committee on National Formulary and commended 
many of the conclusions that have been arrived at by that 
committee. In connection with the general formulas for coat- 
ing pills, he expressed the belief that it would be an unfortu- 
nate step to delete such formulas; he believes that the objec- 
tion that the retention of them would legalize the adopted 
methods is far fetched, and that what would be legalized would 
be the use of cacao for coating when this was specified and not 
a mixture of burnt umber, talc and sugar. He thinks it would 
be equally unfortunate to delete the general directions for 
making dermatological pastes and granular effervescent pow- 
ders. 

In conclusion he asserted that comprehensive as the avail- 
able report is, there appear to be some oversights, such as the 
use of misleading titles, which, in view of the legal status of 
the N. F., if retained, would tend to bring the work of the 
association into undeserved disrepute. 

Augustus C, Taylor, in commenting on the report of the 
Committee on National Formulary, asserts that the coming re- 
vision is an event of considerable interest, for it may be as- 
sumed to reflect the greatly increased interest that has been 
taken in this branch of pharmacy and the progress that has 
been made since its last revision. What the pharmacist wants 
is a formula that will enable him to prepare the remedy or- 
dered without the aid of the manufacturer, That the prepara- 
tion will be stable when prepared and that the formula is a 
positive one, allowing of no deviations, and producing prepara- 
tions that are uniformly identical no matter where or by whom 
prepared. 

Lewis Flemer, in presenting some suggestions for revising 
the National Formulary, expressed the belief that the U. S. P. 
should be strictly a book of standards and should contain all of 
the drugs and chemicals used in medicine, and such fundamen- 
tal preparations as extracts, fluidextracts and possibly tinctures. 
The National Formulary then would be what its name implies, 
a book of formulas. The formula of every preparation for 
which there is a reasonable demand, either by the laity or the 
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medical profession should appear therein. To accomplish this 
it would be preferable that the revision of both books be under- 
taken by one committee, or that both committees work in per- 
fect unison and that the books be issued simultaneously, He 
expressed himself as being opposed to the omission or rejection 
of any preparation except for the very strongest reasons. When 
a preparation ceases to be in any reasonable demand it should 
be rejected, or when two or more preparations are very similar 
the formula for one or the other should be dropped. 

Dr. Kebler, in discussing the several communications that 
had been presented, expressed himself as being well pleased by 
the change that has come over the minds of members of the 
Committee on National Formulary. He believes that “Purists” 
are well represented in Washington, and assured Mr. Hynson 
that at least many of the local members would agree with him 
that the National Formulary should not be a hodge-podge of 
complex pharmaceuticals. 

Dr. H. W. Wiley expressed the opinion that nomenclature 
was one of the more important features of the National For- 
mulary to be corrected and safeguarded, Complex pharma- 
ceutical preparations should not be multiplied indefinitely, as 
there is now little or no need for them. He also expressed the 
belief that so called “elegant”? preparations of habit forming 
drugs should be deleted from the National Formulary, as they 
served no good purpose and might do harm. He was rather 
inclined to favor the suggestion made by Mr. Flemer that the 
revision of the U. S. P. and of the N. F. should go hand in 
hand and if not practical to have the revision conducted by the 
same committee the two committees should at least be closely 
in touch with each other. He also suggested that the com- 
mittees in charge of these books should consult with persons 
entrusted with the enforcements of food and drug laws, and 
pointed out that specialists who devote all of their time to the 
study of any given subject can readily sce faults not seen by 
others. He was inclined to think that in regard to the National 
Formulary we should insist on “Simplicity” as to formula, 
“Propriety” as to name and “Conformity” with the spirit as 
well as the letter of the law of the land. 

Following up the suggestion made by Mr. Hynson, it was, 
on motion, resolved that a committee of five be appointed by the 
President of the City of Washington Branch to consider the 
several suggestions that were presented and to report at the 
February meeting of the Branch, 

Dr. Wiley subsequently announced that he had appointed 
as members of this committee: Dr. Lyman F. Kebler, chair- 
man; Prof. Henry E. Kalusotwski, A. C. Taylor, Lewis Flemer, 
and W. H. Bradbury. 

The following officers for the City of Washington Branch 
were elected for the year 1910: President, Samuel L. Hilton;

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Notes from Our German Correspondent. 


Proposed Benevolent Society. 

Darmstadt, December 10.-The pharmacists of Alsace-Lor- 
raine propose to establish a pharmaceutical chamber to which 
will be entrusted the task of providing suitable provision for in- 
digent members of the profession, or for the unprovided 
families of deceased pharmacists. This chamber is also to guard 
the honor of the profession, and to do so will have the power 
to inflict fines on members guilty of neglecting their duties or 
imperilling the standing of the profession by their conduct; such 
fines may not exceed $750. Pharmaceutical assistants and ap- 
prentices, as well as managers, will be amenable to its jurisdic- 
tion and may be punished for any transgressions by fines up to 
$50. This paragraph has been made necessary, it is said, by the 
fact “that of late years many complaints have been made re- 
garding the reprehensible conduct of apprentices and younger 
assistants, and consequently the necessity of establishing the 
authority of the principal on a firmer basis in order to effect a 
better and correct relationship between employees and 
chief.”

Brandy Contaminated with Wood Alchol. 


Recently a large number of deaths due to alcoholic poison- 
ing have been reported from Hungary, and the cause has been 
traced to the presence of methyl alcohol contained in brandy 
sold by a certain firm. No less than seventy-one deaths and 
fifty-nine cases of serious injury have been traced to the con- 
sumption of products issued by this house. The president of 
the firm has disappeared and a warrant for his arrest has been 
issued for homicide caused by negligence. 


What Are These ‘“‘American Plant Extracts’’? 


The following remarks have recently appeared in some Ger- 
man papers: ‘‘For some time past there has been a considerable 
output of secret remedies in the United States, prepared from 
plant extracts in 50 percent. alcohol. The manufacturers of 
these secret remedies have succeeded in persuading several doc- 
tors to only treat their patients by means of these remedies, and 
consequently they can boast of an enormous turnover. For 
some months past the manufacturers in question have com- 
menced to export these preparations to Germany in increasing 
quantities, and have, as in America, succeeded in gaining the 
interest of some German physicians. From the beginning, how- 
ever, the German authorities viewed these supposed remedies 
with suspicion and the custom house officials were instructed 
to consider any consignment of such preparations in the light of 
dutiable secret remedies at the rate of $125 per 100 kilogrammes, 
and not as medicinal preparations, which have only to pay $10 
for each 100 kilogrammes. The Imperial Board of Health on 
inquiry stated that a large proportion of the American plant ex- 
tracts were decidedly injurious to health, and only a few were 
capable of exerting a healing action in certain diseased condi- 
The Americans have presented numerous memorials pro- 
testing against their preparations being designated as_ secret 
remedies, but based on the report of the Board of Health, the 
Government refuses to depart irom the adopted course. It is 
expected that the duty levied on American plant extracts will 
play an important part in the forthcoming German-American 
tariff negotiations, as the United States Government participates 
in the view adopted by the manufacturers that these plant ex- 
tracts should be considered as medicinal preparations.”

German Pharmacopoeia Sold Out. 

The clockwork regularity of the German administration has 
in one instance run down. The existing edition of the German 
Pharmacopeeia is entirely sold out and no copies are obtainable 
through the usual channels. It is an unprecedented occurrence 
and the situation is a peculiar one. The German Pharmacopeeia 
is issued by authority of the Imperial Chancellor, and the law 
requires that a copy should be provided in every pharmacy. The 
new edition is not expected to appear earlier than by June next 
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year, and the question now arises as how the hoider of a new 
concession can comply with the requirement. Its absence will 
doubtless lead to a considerable amount of “protocoling” when 
the inspector who has to revise the pharmacy will be confronted 
by so unusual a dilemma. In the Pharmazeutische Zeitung of 
November 10, 1909, nine apothekers state that they are each in 
a position to sell a volume of this precious work. 





MARYLAND COURT OF APPEALS UPHOLDS SWANN 
ORDINANCE. 





Must Forfeit License for Illegal Sale of Narcotics—A Test 
Case.

Baltimore, December 22.—A decision of far-reaching conse- 
quence to the drug trade of Baltimore was that handed down 
November 12 by the Maryland Court of Appeals, sustaining what 
is known as the Swann ordinance and affirming the decision of 
three judges of the supreme bench, who sat as a criminal court. 

‘he Swann ordinance was passed by the Baltimore City Coun- 
cil in June, 1908, and makes decidely more rigid the regulation 
of the sale of narcotics than this is done in the state law, enacted 
by the general assembly of 1906. The latter law, which is ap- 
plicable to the whole state, provides that cocaine and other habit- 
forming drugs shall be sold only on the prescription of a physi- 
cian, and makes violations punishable by a fine of not less than 
$25 and not more than $100. The amount of the fine is in- 
creased by the ordinance to not less than $100 and not more 
than $500, and it is also provided that offenders may be sent to 
jail, The ordinance further declares that the license of the 
offender may be forfeited, and that the mere possession of any 
one of the prohibited drugs is to be evidence of a violation of 
the law. The state law had proved ineffective in actual prac- 
tice, and the city council was prevailed upon the pass the ordi- 
nance, Colonel Swann, president of the police board, and a num- 
ber of prominent druggists being among the strongest advocates 
of the measure. The ordinance aimed to correct the inade- 
quacies of the state law, and gave rise to much diversity of opin- 
ion, some of those interested taking the view that the city coun- 
cil, in passing the measure, had exceeded its authority. 


A Test Case. 

Among those who maintained that the ordinance was invalid 
was William Rossberg, owner of a pharmacy on Frederick ave- 
nue, and in order to have the question tested in the courts, he 
admitted after his arrest that he had violated the measure, which 
is especially airected against cocaine, but included also lauda- 
num, morphine and all other drugs commonly used by “fiends.” 
The judges of the Baltimore supreme bench decided against him 
on all poitts, and Rossberg was sentenced to pay a fine of $100 
and go to jail for one day. The case was promptly taken to the 
Court of Appeals, and this tribunal sustained the finding of the 
lower court, though it declared forfeiture of the license to ex- 
ceed the powers of the council to decree. Forfeiture, the Court 
of Appeals ruled, is confiscation of property, and cannot be im- 
posed except in certain specific cases. The contention of the 
appellant, that the ordinance was void because the matter is 
covered in the general laws, was rejected, the Court of Appeals 
holding that the ordinance did not differ from the state law, and 
was not in conflict with it, merely making the penalty more se- 
vere; that the ordinance was in the interest of law and order, 
and involved an exercise of the police power of the city. 


Revocation of License the Only Adequate Punishment. 


Judge Pearce, who delivered the opinion, also, while holding 
with the other judges that revocation of the license would be 
confiscation of property, expressed the opinion that this was the 
only adequate remedy for an offense fraught with such serious 
consequences to the welfare of the community as the illegal and 
promiscuous sale of drugs. 
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Much gratification is expressed over the outcome of the case 
among druggists who would see the illegal sale of narcotics 
stopped, and the police have received orders to be on the watch 
for violators of the ordinance. In Rossberg’s case the penalty 
was made light because it was taken as a test. The case has 
not yet been finally disposed of. 


Sentence Suspended. 

Dr. Ralph J. Schirman, formerly of 701 West Fayette street, 
who was convicted on April 22 last in Part II of the Criminal 
Court of violating the cocaine law by doing a prosperous busi- 
ness in prescriptions for the drug, was paroled last Monday on 
condition that he leave the state. It is said that he will be taken 
to San Francisco. He had pleaded guilty of perjury in connec- 
tion with the case, but his mental and physical condition secured 
for him clemency. He is said to be a wreck. Sentence had been 
suspended pending a motion for a new trial. 





MANHATTAN ASSOCIATION HEARS DR. DARLINGTON, 





Commissioner of Public Health of New York City Addresses 
Members on the Work of the Department of Health—Asks 
Pharmacists to Co-operate with Him in an Effort to 
Prohibit the Sale of Opium, Morphine and Certain Coal 
Tar Products Without Prescriptions Therefor. 





An interesting address on “The Work of the Department of 
Health” was delivered last Monday night before the members 
of the Manhattan Pharmaceutical Association by Dr. Thomas 
Darlington, Commissioner of Public Health of New York City, 
following a brief business meeting of the organization at which 
the resignation of Dr. George C. Diekman, president of the 
association, was read and accepted; the treasurer instructed to 
draw upon the reserve fund to an extent necessary for meeting 
all outstanding indebtedness and obligations and the legislative 
committee instructed to draft a bill for introduction at the next 
session of the New York state legislature which shall seek to 
prohibit the sale of alcoholic beverages except upon prescription. 

Dr. Darlington congratulated the pharmacists present at the 
meeting, which was held in the New York College of Phar- 
macy lecture room, upon their co-operation in the past in check- 
ing and finally in preventing the sale of cocaine except upon 
prescription as well as upon their collaboration in establishing 
other reforms. He urged, however, the establishment of more 
stringent measures to regulate, if not to prohibit hereafter, 
except upon prescription, the sale of opium, morphine and nu- 
merous coal tar products including phenacetine and acetanilid. 
He cited figures showing that the increase in the number of 
persons suffering from heart disease within the last few years 
was accountable in part at least to the indiscriminate of 
these coal tar products and asked that the ethical pharmacist: 
of New York assist him in preventing the wholesale dissem- 
ination of many so-called “headache powders” and “headache 
tablets” which contain such narcotics and heart stimulants. 

Dr. Diekman’s 
the business meeting, merely stated that he was so much en- 
grossed in the affairs of the New York College of Pharmacy 
and of the New York State Board of Pharmacy that he found 
it impossible to give the proper amount of time to the business 
of the association.

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BROOKLYN DRUGGISTS HEAR OPPOSING COUNSEL. 





Argument on the Constitutionality of the Pharmacy Law— 
Peculiar Wording of Law Relating to Western Section— 
Has the United States Pharmacopoeta Created Any Standards? 





The usual monthly meeting of the Kings County Pharma- 
ceutical Society took place on Tuesday, December 14, at the 
Brooklyn College of Pharmacy. It was made interesting by 
addresses delivered by two opposing counsel. For the board 
of pharmacy Jerome Steiner, of the law firm of Steiner & 
Petersen, argued that the pharmacy law was constitutional and 
he gave details of cases in, which the board had been sustained 
by the courts. For the opposition, represented by the New York 
Retail] Druggists’ Protective Society, Assemblyman Robert S. 
Conklin said it was their purpose to make the present law so 
obnoxious as to compel its amendment or repeal by the legisla- 
ture. The society is continuing its propaganda for the intro- 
duction of U. S. P, and N. F. preparations and Dr. Van Horne, 
who is charged with the work of interviewing physicians, re- 
ported progress, as did Mr. Heimerzheim, chairman of the Trade 
Interests Committee, and an additional appropriation of $100 
made for the work. The papers Macera- 
tion and Percolation announced by Mr, Raubenheimer, of the 
Committee on Pharmacy, were deferred to a later meeting. 

Mr. Steiner’s exposition of the pharmacy law of New York 
State was, of course, an ex-parte statement, but it was listened 


was discussing 


to with attentive interest by a goodly gathering of members, in- 
cluding some representatives of the society which had been 
actively opposing the board of pharmacy. After showing that 
the pharmacy law was found in Article 11, Sections 230 to 240, 
inclusive, of the Public Health Law, and telling how the mem- 
bership was made up of fifteen members, five from each of the 
three divisions of the State, he went on to speak of the action 
citing the board of pharmacy to appear before the Attorney Gen- 
eral on the charge that the election of members of the board 
had been unlawfully conducted. The complaining pharmacists 
had been penalized by the board for permitting an unregistered 
clerk to sell pharmaceutical preparations in the absence of a 
registered pharmacist, and a justice of the Municipal Court gave 
judgment against him for the sum of $50. This pharmacist in 
his complaint charged the members of the board with being 
“usurpers, intruders, and unlawful holders of a public office,” in 
addition to the other charge that the election for members of 
the board had been unlawfully conducted, He was unable, how- 
ever, to produce any proof or witnesses to his charges. A 
lengthy explanation of the method of electing members of the 
board was made by Mr. Steiner, much of which was already 
known to his audience. He denied the contention of the complain- 
ant in respect to the unconstitutionality of the law, and he gave 
definitions of certain sections of it. He spoke in complimentary 
terms of the personnel of the present board, saying they were 
men of integrity, responsibility and standing in pharmacy who 
had “taken up the burden of enforcing the pharmacy law, believ- 
ing the call of their brother pharmacists to be a matter of duty.” 
As to the charge of persecution in bringing actions in cam- 
phorated oil cases he dismissed it briefly. But as to the con- 
tention that the United States Pharmacopoeia no 
standard of strength for camphorated oil he endeavored by 
citing several court decisions to show that a particular formula 
was prescribed and that the finished camphorated oil must con- 
tain 20 percent. of camphor. This was the decision of Municpal 
Court Justice Lauer. As regards the question of a pharmaco- 
peeial standard he quoted from an opinion of Judge Geigerich, 
of the Appellate Term, as follows: “In the present condition of 
the statute and the pharmacopeeia, the penalty should be imposed 
only where it is shown that there was a failure to comply with 
the formula at the time the preparation was compounded.” Mr. 
Steiner said it was evident from the decisions quoted by him 
that the State Board of Pharmacy had the right to maintain 


prescribes 
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actions in cases where it could be shown that camphorated oil 
had been improperly manufactured, and was not of proper 
strength. 

Assemblyman Conklin entered the room as Mr. Steiner was 
concluding his remarks, and as soon as Mr. Steiner finished, Mr. 
Creagan, the opponent of Dr. Anderson in the recent election 
for a member of the board of pharmacy, asked the privilege of 
the floor for him, and this was readily granted. 

Mr. Conklin said he had had less than an hour’s notice of the 
meeting and was, of course, unprepared to discuss Mr, Steiner’s 
address. In opening he said that the society he represented (the 
New York Retail Druggists’ Protective Society) had made no 
effort to conceal its intention to make the present law so ob- 
noxious as to remove all question regarding the necessity of its 
repeal or amendment. He was quietly ironical and sarcastic at 
times, as when he intimated that “some of the gentlemen who 
assume power under the present law were not particularly anx- 
ious to have the law amended, especially as regards the com- 
position of the board.” He said he had no hesitation in declar- 
ing that it was his purpose to undertake the defense of any case 
brought by the State Board of Pharmacy, as he had begun a 
fight which he meant to carry to a finish. He warned the mem- 
bers of the Governor’s determination to have the law amended, 
and unless the pharmacists themselves prepared a suitable law 
the Governor would recommend some radical changes in it, even 
going So far as to place the examining power in the hands of the 
Board of Regents and the police power in the Board of Health. 

He said it was most objectionable that the board should be 
dependent upon fines and fees for its support, and insisted that 
the members should be State officers. 

He denied a statement made by Mr. Steiner that no similar 
cases of unconstitutionality in the law had ever been cited, and 
mentioned the case of Fox vs. the Humane Society, decided by 
the Court of Appeals in 1900, The two dollar registration fee 
exacted by the board of pharmacy was, he said, analogous to 
the dog tax of the Humane Society and that institution did not 
differ from the board of pharmacy and the colleges, 

A weak feature of the New York State Pharmacy Law to 
which attention has never heretofore been called publicly is the 
failure to provide in the election of representatives of the west- 
ern section who shall participate in the election. He said any 
citizen could attend the election and cast a ballot. Furthermore, 
no board of canvassers was provided for. (It is true, as pointed 
out by Mr. Conklin, that the qualifications for eligibility of elec- 
tors or nominees are not mentioned in the part of the law per- 
taining to the election of members for the western section.) He 
also pointed out that in the case of the State Board of Phar- 
macy there was no public office where a citizen could go to find 
the returns of election. His object in attacking the law was, he 
said, to point out its weaknesses and to strengthen it against 
such actions as he was now bringing. He said that he believed 
the law should be changed and that the present board was not 
properly holding office. He said the board could be criticised 
very severely for confining its prosecutions to cases of cam- 
phorated oil, chloroform liniment and tincture of iodine, as, ac- 
cording to him, the Appellate Court has decided in several cases 
that no standard has been established for these preparations in 
the United States Pharmacopceia and that only a method of 
manufacture was contained in the pharmacopceia. 

Mr. Conklin then rested his case and invited questions, It 
has been a matter of common report that Mr. Conklin had been 
induced for interested reasons to insert a clause in the law pro- 
posed by him last year, permitting grocers to sell hydrogen di- 
oxide, and it was evidently with some thought of this in his 
mind that Dr. Anderson arose and in a manner that was not al- 
together ingenuous, asked Mr. Conklin if he thought it would 
be necessary in the proposed new law to allow hydrogen dioxide 
to be sold by grocers. 

Mr. Conklin asked why he put the question, and Dr. Ander- 
son replied: “Because you invited questions.” 

Mr. Conklin mused a second or two with his eyes on the 
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ceiling and then turning to Dr, Anderson said: “But why did 
you select hydrogen dioxide as the subject of your inquiry, and 
not any other drug?” Dr, Anderson said his reason was that 
hydrogen dioxide had been exempted in the Conklin law. 

With an evident purpose to retort in kind Mr. Conklin said 
that hydrogen dioxide had been included in his bill for the same 
reasons probably that the wood alcohol provision had been modi- 
fied in the Brown bill. 

The question had never been previously brought up with him, 
he said, though he was aware that references had been made to 
the subject in the drug journals. He then gave a frank ex- 
planation of the circumstances. Up to the time of drafting his 
bill at Albany he knew nothing about pharmacy affairs. The 
main object of his bill, when first drafted, was to change the 
make-up of the board. Assemblyman Yale, of Putnam county, 
and one or two Senators who were members of the Public 
Health Committee had approached him and stated that as hydro- 
gen dioxide was a household remedy, sold in drygoods and de- 
partment stores, they saw no reason why it should not be in- 
cluded in the list of articles permitted to be sold by general 
merchants. He consulted with the three druggists who were 
nearest to him in drafting the bill and asked their advice. As 
they saw no objection he thought it was all right. He asked 
Dr. Anderson if the explanation was satisfactory, and the latter 
said he was not satisfied, but supposed he had to take Mr. 
Conklin’s version of it, a statement which led Mr. Conklin later 
to comment on the Christian spirit exhibited by Doctor Ander- 
son. 

On motion of Dr. Muir a vote of thanks was passed to 
Messrs. Steiner and Conklin, after which the meeting adjourned. 


CENSUS STATISTICS. 


Schedule of Inquiries for Chemical, Drug and Allied Trade. 


(From our Regular Correspondent.) 

Washington, December 20.—The Bureau of Census has is- 
sued supplementary schedules for manufacturers of chemicals,. 
soaps and essential oils. The schedules require the name of 
the establishment, the name of the owner, the location and post 
office address of the factory and the quantity and cost of the 
principal materials used during the year. Notice is published’ 
that the statement relative to the confidential character of the in- 
formation furnished in the general schedule applies equally to: 
the information furnished in these supplementary schedules. 
Question one on the chemical schedule requires a statement as. 
to the quantity and cost of the principal materials used dur- 
ing the year. Question two requires a statement of the quan- 
tity and selling value at the factory of all products and by prod- 
ucts made during the year. Question three requires a state- 
ment of the amount of chemicals produced and consumed by 
the producer in carrying out his process during the year. The 
chemicals are printed in the schedule in groups such as acids, 
sodas, potashes, alums, coal tar products, bleaching materials, 
chemical substances reduced by the aid of electricity, plastics, 
compressed or liquified gases, fine chemicals, etc. 

Somewhat similar questions are asked of soap manufacturers 
in a separate schedule, and a separate schedule is also provided 
for makers of essential oils.

Lupwic Mownp. 

Ludwig Mond, who died in London on Friday, December 10, 
was born in Kassel, Germany, on March 6, 1839, and was thus 
in the seventieth year of his age at the time of his death, Dr. 
Mond received a thorough education, first in his native town and 
later at Marburg under Kolbe, and at Heidelberg under Bunsen. 
On leaving the university he became chemist to a chemical 
works in Germany, and in 1862 introduced into England his 
process for the recovery of sulphur. He settled permanently in 
London early in 1864, where he devoted his attention princi- 
pally to the recovery of sulphur. In 1873 he formed a partner-

ship with J. T. Brunner and introduced the Solvay process for 
alkali into England. He had been a frequent and valuable con- 
tributor to the literature of technical chemistry, and was a 
member of numerous learned societies. He bestowed an en- 
dowment of half a million dollars for the foundation of the 
Faraday Research Laboratory under the auspices of the Royal 
Institution. In 1892 the University of Padua bestowed on him 
the degree of Doctor of Philosophy, honoris causa. He was a 
connoisseur and a collector of paintings and had one of the 


finest private collections of masterpieces in existence,

PHILADELPHIA PHARMACISTS DISCUSS THE 
PRESCRIPTION. 


Doctors and Druggists Condemn Repetition—The Druggist Its 
Proper Custodian. 


(From our Regular Correspondent.) 

Philadelphia, December 21.—Before an audience composed for 
the most part of retail druggists and physicians, the pre 
scription, its utterance, control, use and proper disposition were 
discussed at the November meeting of the Philadelphia 
branch of the American Pharmaceutical Association. One of 
the principal points on which special emphasis was laid was the 
renewal of the prescription and the writing of the prescription 
upon the label. Both practices were strongly condemned by the 
majority of the speakers, although it was admitted that in some 
instances it was entirely right and proper that the prescription 
should be renewed. 

From the Doctor’s Standpoint. 

Dr. FE. Q. Thornton, a member of the faculty of Jefferson 
Medical College, opened the discussion by telling of the present 
methods of teaching prescription writing in medical colleges. He 
contrasted the conditions today with what they were years ago, 
and it was a surprise to the pharmacists and physicians present 
to learn that so much attention was being given to this portion of 
the medical student’s education. Dr. Thornton declared that in 
this respect it was felt that many of the younger men just out 
of college were doing as efficient work as those physicians who 
had been many years in practice. He said that the physician who 
decries the uses and effects of drugs in the practice of medicine, 
it was generally found, knew little of their uses and actions. 

As the Druggist Views It. 

“The prescription from the pharmacist’s viewpoint” was the 
title of a paper by Franklin M. Apple. He declared that to the 
creator of the prescription is reserved the privilege of exercising 
control over it in every respect. Continuing, he said in part: 

“T will not touch upon the commercial side of the prescription, 
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for, to my mind, it has never been an article of commerce be- 
tween the creator and the patient as it was received incidentally 
by the patient at the time of soliciting and paying for skilled 
advice from one legally authorized to render him or her such 
services. While the creator of a prescription enjoys the rights 
before mentioned, he also must assume the responsibilities at- 
tached and therefore it is incumbent upon him to throw such 
safeguards around it for the protection of society, the pharmacist 
and himself as in his wisdom he deems necessary.” 

Referring to the legislation existing in some states, prohibit- 
ing the refilling of prescriptions for dangerous, habit forming 
drugs, Mr. Apple said: 

“This course would not have been necessary if all those em- 
powered to create prescriptions had fully realized their responsi- 
bilities and had safeguarded their patients as they should have 
done. It is therefore evident that those licensed to create pre 
scriptions do not exercise the proper restraint over their use. 
It is just and right that the original prescription be retained and 
filed by the party properly prepared to protect and preserve the 
same for reference by the party or parties having the right and 
interest in it. That the pharmacist is the one best fitted to 
meet these requirements is beyond question, hence he should 
have the custody of it. 
pharmacist the duty to provide for the proper preservation of 
the prescription, also to treat them as confidential writings, of 
the sacredness of which he will always be mindful, and protec: 
them from the scrutiny of those having no interest or right in 
them.”

He illustrated this statement 
by the words of an up-state pharmacist, who told the speaker 
that one of the latter’s prescriptions had become very popular in 
that section and that again and again this pharmacist had filled 
it for various persons. Dr. McCarthy had no idea what the 
prescription called for, but he did know that the original had 
carried with it his instructions “not to be renewed.” Another point 
brought out by this speaker was the danger of the patient know- 
ing what medicine he was taking. 
danger of making it possible for the patient to pass along to 
others a prescription that perhaps had benefited him. The effect 
of such practices, said Dr. McCarthy, was distinctly evil to ra- 
tional pharmacy and rational medicine, and to them could be 
traced all the fads, ‘pathies and other abuses in medicine. “There 
should be regulations,” said the physician, “which would make it 
illegal to refill any prescription unless upon a specific order. It 
would be much better for the physician, the pharmacist and the 
patient.”

Haarlem oil, after a decline to $2 to $2.25, which occurred 
about a week ago, reacted sharply under the influence of re- 
ports of increased severity of the Customs authorities as re- 
gards the standards which will be required. Not only must the 
oil be shipped from Haarlem, but it must conform to a certain 
standard, This means the rejection of lots which would other- 
wise have been admitted and leaves the market but scantily 
supplied. 

Jaborandi leaves are somewhat easier under the influence of 
arrivals and may be quoted at II to 1I2¢, 

Lavender flowers are scarce, particularly the select grade, 
which are quite firm at 15 to 18c.

On the spot the market is quite firm, and holders quote $2.75 to

Precipitated chalk has been advanced to 3% to 6c on the 
spot, on account of the decision of the Court of Appeals that it 
is liable to a duty of Ic a pound, this being a reversal of the 
decision of the lower court. 

Prickly ash berries are in very scanty supply and it is doubt- 
ful whether supplies can be had at $1.25. Some holders have 
advanced their quotation to $1.50 and are firm at this figure. 

Saffron, Spanish, has advanced to $y to $9.50, owing to 
scanty supply on spot and reports of scarcity in primary markets. 
American saffron is steady at 35c in bales. Considerable quan 
tities are being held up by the Customs authorities pending in- 
vestigations as to purity. 

Wormwood is very scarce and decidedly firm at $6, with but 
very little business going forward. 

Opium has declined to $5.75 to $6 as to holder, there being 
some difference of opinion as to the justification in lowering 
the price. The reports from Smyrna and London both con- 
tinue bullish, but local dealers withheld their orders to such an 
extent as to make the market quotations practically nominal. 
Such purchases as are made are for immediate demands, show- 
ing lack of confidence in the future course of the market, 

Quinine stands steady at 14c for bulk in 100 ounce tins, with 
a fair consumptive demand reported. The auction sales of bark 
in Amsterdam went off at about the same values as did the 
preceding sale.

lerpin hydrate is in active demand and the price has been 
marked up to 27 to 30c. 

Venice turpentine has been advanced to 25 to 26c under the 
influence of higher cables from primary markets. 

Wax, Carnauba, is reported firmer at the source of supply, 
spot quotations being unchanged on the basis of 19 to 20c for 
No. 3 up to 30% to 31%c for No. 1, Japan has been advanced 
to 934c on the spot, and quotations to arrive are decidedly firmer. 

Chemicals. 

Arsenic, white, is steady at 27% to 3%c as to grade and 
quantity for white. 

Blue vitriol is decidedly firmer, and in some quarters prices 
have been advanced fractionally. The range varies from 4 to 
4.35¢. 

Bromine will probably continue on its present basis, in view 
of the fact that the German bromine convention has been re- 
newed for a period of three years. Even the independent pot- 
ash mines, the Aschersleben Works, which have passed into the 
control of American interests, while acting independently on its 
potassium products, have agreed to act as other producers on the 
bromine products. This does away with the immediate possi- 
bilities of a bromine war. 

Carbolic acid has declined to 7% to 9c under the influence of 
active competition. 

Chlorate of potash is scarce on the spot and has been 
marked up to 10c. The scarcity will probably prove temporary. 
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Citric acid is cabled higher in Messina, but on the spot quo- 
tations remain unchanged at 35%c in barrels and 36c in kegs. 

Epsom salts has been advanced to 80 to 85c in bags, and is 
reported scarce both on spot and abroad. 

Picric acid has declined to 24 to 27c apparently in sympathy 
with the decline of carbolic acid referred to above. 


Essential Oils. 


Anise oil has advanced to $1.10 to $1.12%, and is fairly active 
at the higher range. 

Citronella has declined to 25 to 26c in drums, but the quota- 
tions On cans remain unchanged at 27 to 28c. 

Lavender continues firm at $1.75 to $2.50 as to brand, with 
holders predicting a stil] higher range of values. 

Orange, sweet, is quiet at $2.02 to $2.25. The question of its 
status under the new tariff will probably not be decided for 
some time. 

Peppermint is selling in a fairly satisfactory way at $2 to 
$2.10 for bulk and $2.25 to $2.35 for cases. 

Sassafras, natural, is higher, 55 to 65c being the general quo- 
tation. 

Safrol has advanced to 371% to 40c, owing to the higher price 
of the raw material. 

Gums. 

Aloes continue firm at our previous quotations of 8% to Ioc 
for Cape and 23 to 25¢ for Socotrine. 

Arabics are firm, particularly for the manufacturing sorts, 
which range from 734 to 14c for sorts up to 25 to 35c for first 
picked. 

Asafeetida is in somewhat better supply at 60 to 65¢ for 
U. S. P. quality. 

Camphor is reported higher in Japan, and on the spot there 
has been some increase in inquiry, but no change in quotations, 
which remain on a basis of 45 to 45\%c for refined. 

Chicle is quite active at 49c for car lots up to 55 to 56c for 
jobbing quantities. 

Tragacanths are in active demand at 77 to 80c for Aleppo 
firsts, down to 40 to 50c for Turkey seconds, 

Roots. 

Calumba is scarce and firm at 6 to 1oc for acceptable quali- 
ties. 

Dog grass has advanced to 6 to 6c, owing to its new classi- 
fication as an article partly manufactured and dutiable at 10 
percent, ad valorem and %c a pound. 

Golden seal is in somewhat better demand, and some holders 
quote $2 inside, though $1.95 to $2 probably represents the range. 

Ipecac is in very good demand at $1.60 for Rio and $1.10 to 
$1.15 for Carthagena. 

Jalap has declined to 35 to 37c under the influence of heavy 
arrivals. 

Kava Kava has advanced to 50 to 60c as to holder. 

Pareira brava is in better supply, and while our previous 
quotations of 30 to 36c have not been changed, they might be 
shaded on a firm offer. 

Rhubarb is very strong in sympathy with conditions in East- 
ern markets, where costs have been enhanced by the higher price 
of silver.
